Students strike 

^BEIRUT, (Reuter): Staff and 
-'students of the Lebanese Univer- 
sity of Beirut went on a day-long

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HH the Crown Prince and 
Prime Minister Sheikh Saad 
has said Kuwait would not 
hesitate to fight if it were 
exposed to a Gulf war 
spillover, the Kuwait News 
Agency quoted him as saying. 

“If fighting is imposed on us. 
or our territory is exposed to 
aggression, we will not hesitate 
for a moment to defend our 
country,” he Lold the Egyptian 
newspaper Akhbar AJ Youm, in 
an interview to be published 
today. Kuna said. The news 
agency received an advance copy 
of the interview. 

"We should expect anything 
to happen and should be 
prepared to Face any even- 
tuality." emphasised Sheikh 
Saad. 

Kuwait, however, was “keen 
to adopt a wise, reasonable 
moderate and understanding 
policy." he said in reference to 
peace overtures towards Iran. 
Iraq's antagonist in theGulf war. 


Sheikh Saad also said Kuwait 
was willing to extend "the ropes 
of patience." Kuwait, less than 
50 miles (80 kms) from the war 
front has been repeatedly tar- 
geted by Iranian Silkworm mis- 
siles in the conflict. 

Aggression 

Turning to the six-nation Gulf 
Cooperation Council, Sheikh 
Saad said the Council also will 
fend off any attacks. 

"Any aggression against one 
of them is considered an aggres- 
sion against all the slates," he 
said of the alliance. 

The interview was released on 
the eve of a visit to the GCC 
states by Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak. 

Asked about his opinion on 
the arms industry in Egypt, the 
Crown Prince said be was 
impressed with the Egyptian 
arms which were displayed in an 
exhibition in Kuwait recently. 

In Cairo, the daily Egyptian- 
newspaper AJ-Jumhoriah. Thur- 
sday quoted sources as saying 


that Egypt received orders from- 
Gulf countries willing to pur- 
chase Egyptian arms, especially 
anti-missile systems. 

The paper did not name those 
countries. 

Sheikh Saad said Mubarak's 
visit is “from a brother to his 
brothers." Mubarak visited 
Kuwait a year ago when the 
Islamic summit conference was 
hosted here. 

Visit 

“In addition to what this visit 
will include of brotherly consul- 
tation, it will have further impact 
on national Arab solidarity and 
joint Arab stands," he said. 

Answering a question on econ- 
omic relations with Egypt, 
Sheikh Saad emphasised that Lhe 
Kuwaiti government has given 
Egypt a special priority in invest- 
ment plans because of its huge 
market and the need for capital 

"This tendency for investment 
in Egypt is not limited to the 
government level, but includes 
the private sector in Kuwait 


which lhe government has been 
encouraging" he added 

A Kuwaiti delegation, headed 
by Finance Minister Jasem. A1 
Khorafi. is currently visiting 
Egypt looking for ways to 
enhance trade and economic 
relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

Kuwait has nearly S3.S billion 
invested in public and private 
sectors in Egypt 

Impact 

On the impact of lower oil 
prices on the Kuwaiti economy, 
the Crown Prince replied that 
"Kuwait's revenues were 
negatively affected as a result of 
the reduction of oil prices and the 
plunging US dollar." 

He added that the effect was 
reflected in Kuwait's general 
budget which suffered deficits 
for the past several years. 

Last year's budget posted a 
deficit. of K D 1 .3 billion (approx- 
imately S4.S billion) and this 
year's budget may also show a 
deficit by a similar amount. 


MGR’s 
widow 
sworn in 
as chief 
minister 

MADRAS, Jan 8, (UPI): The 
widowof Tamil Nadu state's late 
chief minister was sworn in yes- 
terday, to succeed her husband, 
but a leadership fight has left her 
a minority government depen- 
dent on support from Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi’s Con- 
gress (I) Party. 

Janaki Ramachandran — who 
has no previous experience in 
politics or statecraft — took the 
oath of office as the slate's first 
women chief minister in a brief 
ceremony in the colonial-era Raj 
Bhavan building in Madras. 

The swearing-in came exactly 
two weeks after the death of her 
husband, M.G. Ramachandran, 
a film star-turned-politician who 
attained a cult-like following in 
Tamil Nadu. 

His death sparked riots in the 
state and at least 15 people died 
m police gunfire riots in the state 
and by suicide. It also prompted 
a succession struggle in his ruling 
AlMndia Anna Dravida Munet- 
tra Khazagam (A1ADMK) 
Party. 

The dispute split the regional 
party, leaving Janaki Rama- 
chandran with 97 AIADMK leg- 
islators — the largest single bloc 
in the 235-seat state assembly — 
supporting her candidacy for 
chief minister. 

Thirty other legislators sided 
with Member of Parliament 
Jayalalitha Jayaram, a former

co-star of the late chief minister, 
denying his widow a working 
majority and forcing her to seek 
the support of the Congress (1) 
■Party's 64 members. 

“ For the present, we will either 
abstain from the voting or keep 
out of the assembly to ensure that 
qur votes are not counted ag- 
ain sr the new chief minister," 
said a legislator for the Congress 
(!) Party, which lost power in the 
slate in 1967, but cooperated 
with Ramachandran during his 
tenure. 

Governor S.L. Khurana, the 
highest central goverment 
official in the stale, has given 
Janaki Ramachandran three 
weeks to prove that she can make 
the arrangement work and 
observers said it is Likely she will 
eventually win over from the 
opposing faction the 1 6 members 
she needs for a working majority. 

Janaki Ramachandran, 64, 
after her swearing-in ceremony, 
called for the party to reunite and 
said she would follow her late 
husband’s policy of maintaining 
close ties with Rajiv's govern- 
ment. 

“We will continue to support 
the central government policies 
on Sri Lanka," she said. 


Man with long

Kama Ram Bheel. who was lis- 
ted in the Guinness Book of 
World Records for his long mus- 
tache, was killed by a man aveng- 
ing the death of his father, the 
United News of India reported 
yesterday. 

UNI quoted a senior police 
officer. B.K. Hamsukha, as say- 
ing a man named Kayam had 
been arrested for the Jan 2 slay- 
ing of Bheel at Jaisalmer, 650 
kilometres (403 miles) southeast 
of New Delhi. 

The news agency said 
Kayam 's father, Elias, was killed 
by Bheel 1 3 years ago after a land 
dispute.

US to withdraw some 
ships in tactical move 


WASHINGTON, Jan 8, (Agen- 
cies): Defence officials say a cost- 
cutting plan toslightly reduce US 
naval forces in the Gulf does not 
signal any change in Washing- 
ton's policy of protecting 
American-flagged ships in the 
waterway. 

The officials said on Wednes- 
day that the battleship Iowa and 
helicopter carrier Okinawa 
would sail home from the Iran- 
Iraq war region in the next few 
months because they were no 
longer needed to help protect 
ships flying the US flag. 

“This is not any major draw 
down in forces. We are going to 
keep protecting tankers and 
American flagships," one of the 
officials, who asked not to be 
identified, said. 

“This is just a Lactical move. 
And it will save the Navy 
money." 

Ordered 

President Reagan said at the 
White House on Wednesday that 
he had aot ordered home any of 
the more than 30 US warships in 
and near the Gulf. A senior 
administration official said 
Reagan had not intended to deny 
that the Iowa and Okinawa 
would be withdrawn. 

Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci and White House spok- 
esman Marlin Fitzwater stressed 
no policy change was planned 
and that the United States would 


continue cooperating with 
moderate Gulf states, including 
protection of the tankers flying 
flags. 

“ “The policy is unchanged in 
the Gulf." Fitzwater told repor- 
ters. “We have always said we 
would like to reduce the naval 
presence in the Gulf when it is 
warranted, but at this point, no 
action has been taken. 

Carlucci is currently on a visit 
to the Gulf to re-assess US policy 
after just over five months of 
naval escort duty for the US flag- 
ged tankers to protect them from 
possible attacks by Iran. 

Speculation 

Speculation had surrounded 
the visit that Washington was 
considering cutting the number 
of ships in the Gulf to ease con- 
gressional pressure over the cost 
of the operation, estimated at 
S20-39 million a month, to 
defend the 1 1 US-flag tankers. 

Carlucci, who was in eastern 
Saudi Arabia as part of the Gulf 
lour, flew today to inspect war- 
ships on patrol m the area. 

He earlier visited Kuwait and 
Bahrain, and was due to move to 
the Saudi capital of Riyadh 
tomorrow for two days of talks 
with Saudi officials.

Soviets 
prefer a 
political 
settlement 

A SENIOR Soviet official said in 
Kuwait yesterday that Moscow 
prefers a political settlement to 
the Iraq- 1 ran war to the imposi- 
tion of sanctions and an arms 
embargo to force Tehran to 
accept the Security Council 
resolution 598. 

Karen Bruiems, deputy chief 
of the international relations 
bureau of the Communist Party 
Central Committee said the 
Soviet Union is not against adop- 
tion of a new resolution banning 
weapons sale to Iran but prefers 
to concentrate on the war itself 
by bringing the two belligerents 
to the political negotiations 
table. 

An arms embargo will not stop 
the flow of weapons to Iran, and 
the war will continue. “This is 
what we do not want," he told a 
news conference at the residence 
of thfe Soviet Ambassador, in 
Kuwait. 

Wish 

Brutents said it was natural for 
M oscow to want to maintain cor- 
dial relations with Tehran 
“because they arc our neighbour 
and this is not out wish alone but 
all the region’s countries want to 
maintain good relations with 
Iran.” 

The Soviet Union supports 
full implementation of resolu- 
tion 598 “to bring an end to this 
destructive and meaningless 
war" and lauds efforts of the UN 
Secretary-General lowards that 
end and also firmly supports 
doubling of efforts to “transfer 
the conflict to the negotiating 
table away from the battiefrom 
and the -logic or the search for 
victory," he said. 

The Soviet official said his 
country's call for United Nations 
forces to protect navigation in

NICOSIA, Jan 8, ( AP): Syria has 
persuaded Iran to delay its long- 
anticipated winter offensive 
against Iraq and halt attacks on 
Kuwait in a bid to cool rising 
tension in the Gulf, Arab 
diplomatic sources reported yes- 
terday. 

The Syrian initiative, laun- 
ched at the urging of Saudi 
Arabia, was aimed at buying 
lime for a dialogue between 
Tehran and the six-member 
GCC aimed, at finding a set- 
tlement to end the Gulf war. 

There Was no dear word from 
Tehran on what Syrian envoys 
have been able to negotiate in 
their mediation effort that began 
in late December. 

But Gulf-based Arab 
diplomats and officials of the 
GCC told the Associated Press 
that Iran has been making 
“favourable gestures." 

They said the Iranians have 
indicated their willingness to 
open a dialogue and hold back 
on unleashing a new ground 
offensive against Iraq. 

Detained 

Diplomatic sources in Damas- 
cus, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said Saudi Arabia 
and the other GCC states have 
persuaded Iraq to curb its air 
strikes on Iranian tankers in the 
Gulf in recent days. 

That, in turn, has halted iit- 
for-tat Iranian attacks on neutral 
shipping in the waterway. More 
than 400 vessles have been 
attacked in the waterway since 
198J. 

The Iranians have been mass- 
ing troops in the southern sector 
of the war from for weeks and 
have vowed to unleash “punish- 
ing blows" against Iraq. 

Arab diplomatic sources in 
Damascus said the Iranians have 
assembled more than 500,000 
men for the big push. 

If the Syrian effort develops, it 
will mark a major breakthrough 
in Arab efforts to stop the war 
escalating and open the door to 
talks aimed at ending the conflict 
that has threatened to engulf 
other states in the strategic, oil- 
rich region. 

Syria's Foreign Minister, 
Farouk AJ Sharaa, and in recent 


days, Vice-President Abdul- 
Halim Khaddam. have been 
shuttling between Tehran and 
Arab capitals in an effort to 
defuse the Gulf conflict. 

The involvement of Khad- 
dam. one of Syrian President 
Hafez Assad's most trusted adv- 
isers, was seen as a clear sign of 
the seriousness of the Syrian 
'mediation effort. 

He and Sharaa are currently 
visiting Gulf capitals briefing 
Arab leaders on their talks in 
Tehran. 

"A new phase has started," 
one Damascus source stressed. 
"Iran and Saudi Arabia have 
already accepted that talks 
should be held either in Tehran 
or in Oman" 

Saudi newspaper Al Sharq A1 
Awsal yesterday said themeeting 
would likely beheld in Damascus 
at Foreign Minister level. 

Initiated 

“Iran has been very respon- 
sive," a knowledgeable source in 
Damascus commented. “So has 
Riyadh. 

“Now a face-to-face dialogue 
between a GCC committee and 
the Iranian government can be 
initiated. The first step will be the 
formation of the GCC commit- 
tee to get the talks started." 

Another source added: “The 
Saudis were particularly deligh- 
ted with thepostponement of the 
Iranian offensive, the halt of 
attacks on Kuwait and the halt of 
attacks against shipping in the 
Gulf.” 

Khaddam and Sharaa today 
held a second day of talks in the 
UAE. 

Sheikh Ham dan Bin Moham- 
med, the Deputy Premier of the 
Emirates, met with the Syrian 
delegation yesterday and again 
today: 

The Syrian delegation earlier 
visited Bahrain’s Amir, Sheikh 
Isa Bin Salman AI Khalifa. They 
have also been to Kuwait. Oman 
and Qatar. 

Khaddam and Farouk AI 
Sharaa returned to Damascus 
today, concluding their Gulf 
tour which included Kuwait. 
Oman, Qatar. Bahrain and the 
UAE, Radio Damascus repor- 
ted. 


UN sends official as 2 die in Israeli shooting 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Jan 8, (UPI): Israeli troops fired 
on protesters during demonstra- 
tions in two refugee camps in the 
Gaza Strip, killing two Arabs 
and injuring five others, a UN 
official said today. 

An Army spokesman said 
"several thousand” Arabs took 
part in violent demonstrations al 
the Nuseirat and Mughazi 
refugee camps last night. Sol- 
diers fired tear gas and rubber 
bullets after shouting through 
loudspeakers for the crowd to 
disperse. x 

Disturbances 

“Eventually, when there was a 
danger for the soldiers them- 
selves. they opened fire toward 
(the demonstrators,) legs'* with 
live ammunition, he said. 

The military spokesman con- 
firmed one deaa and said the 
Army was checking reports of 
the other fatality. He reported 


seven people were injured in the 
unrest. Claus Worm, Deputy 
Director of the United Nations 
Relief and Work Agency office in 
Gaza, said Mazzen Zakki Mus- 
salam, IS, was killed in the 
Mughazi shooting. 

Maher AJ Terbani, 20. who 
was also shot in the Mughazi 
distur bance, died in a Gaza hosp- 
ital today. Worm said. Another 
person was moderately wounded 
in the Mughazi shootings and 
four Arabs were wounded aL 
Nuseirat, Worm said. 

The violence came on the same 
day UN Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar dispat- 
ched an official to Israel. 

Undersecretary-General Mar- 
rick Goulding was expected in 
Israel today on a fact-finding 
mission for the Security Council, 
which “strongly deplored’’ 
Israel's handling of the unrest 
and ordered an inquiry by Jan 20 
in a resolution passed last month. 


Foreign Minister Shimon 
Perez was scheduled to meet with 
Goulding, but Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir said on national 
television last night than he did 
not intend to meet with the UN 
official. 

At least 27 Palestinians have 
been killed by Army gunfire and 

1,978 Arabs arrested since Dec 9. 
in the wave of violent anti-Israeli 
protests that swept through the 
territories seized ra the 1967 six- 
day war. 

Stones . 

Palestinian youths threw 
stones and bottles at a US sen- 
ator and stopped him visiting the 
Kalandia refugee camp in the 
West Bank yesterday witnesses 
said. . 

A hail of missiles greeted Sen- 
ator John Chaffee and a party of 
US consular officials and UN 
relief workers when they tried to 
enter the camp, home to about 


5,000 refugees. They fell short of 
him and no one was injured. 

Israeli troops fired tear gas to 
disperse the protesters as Chaf- 
fee, a former US Navy secretary, 
retreated. 

Chaffee is one of several visit- 
ing foreign politicians who have 
witnessed Israeli troops trying to 
quell unrest in the occupied 
territories in the last week. 

The Israeli Army blocked 
roads leading to East Jerusalem 
for the fourth Friday in succes- 
sion to prevent Palestinians from 
performing the Friday prayers in 
the Aqsa Mosque. 

. Thousands of Palestinians 
from all part of Palestine visit 
Jerusalem on Fridays for prayers 
in Aqsa Mosque. 

• ■■ A military spokesman said 30 
Palestinians were put in adminis- 
trative detention — a controver- 
sial practice allowing suspects to 
be imprisoned by order of a 
military commander for up to six 


-months without trial — in the 
West Bank on Tuesday and 
Wednesday alone. 

More had been detained since, 
both in the West Bank and in the 
Gaza Strip, but figures were not 
available, he said. 

Egypt's ambassador to Israel. 
Mohammed Bassiouni. was 
quoted today as saying Cairo 
could break off relations with 
Israel if the situation in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip deteriorated.

NEW YORK, Jan 8, (Reuter): A 
21-year-old university dropout 
went on trial this week for the 
murder of a young woman, in a 
case exposing the sexual riles, 
drinking and drug abuse of soph- 
isticated children from a 
privileged background. 

But the celebrated “preppie” 
trial has come to focus on who 
actually is in the dock — alleged 
murderer Robert Chambers or 
his pretty victim, Jennifer Dawn 
Levin. 

The tall and handsome Cham- 
bers admits 'killing Levin on a 
grassy knoll late at night in Cen- 
tral Park. But be says it was an 
accident, during rough sex in 
which he says he was an unwilling 
partner. 

The prosecution and its foren- 
sic experts call that version a lie. 

Admits 

With dozens of witnesses to be 
called, the trial is expected to last 
two to three months. 

Chambers admits to killing 
Levin near the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art on August 26. 
1 986. But in a videotaped confes- 
sion he told police he struck her 
when she grabbed his genitals 
and hurt him during rough sex 
that she initiated. 

In his opening argument on 
Monday, defence attorney Jack 
Litman stressed that Chambers 
had no motive for killing Levin. 

The prosecution contends that 
Chambers brutally murdered the 
young woman whom he had 
dated a few times. 

The killing attracted wide 
attention, much of it sensational. 
Both Chambers. 19 at the time, 
and Levin were privileged “prep- 
pies" from Manhattan's posh 
Upper East Side. 

Underage and over-sophis- 
ticated, they were part ofa crowd 
that frequented East Side bars, 
including Dorrian's where they 
met on the night of August 25. 
Classic 

Chambers, six-fool-two (185 
cm) and 220 pounds (100 kilos), 
had classic good looks and a 
background of privilege — and 
of trouble. He is a university 
dropout with a history of drug 
abuse. 

Levin was going to start 
college in Boston. 

Like a macabre wedding, 
relatives of both, the accused and 
the victim sat in the same aisle on 
opposite sides of the room during 
the proceedings. 

As the fust witness. Pat Reilly, 
described how she came upon 
Levin's nearly nude body, two 
well-groomed women in sunglas- 
ses rose together and left the 
courtroom. 

They were Levin's mother and 
stepmother.

DES MOINES, Iowa, Jan 8. 
(Agencies): The Iran arms scan- 
dal returned to haunt Vice- 
President George Bush on the 
eve of a campaign debate in Iowa 
crucial to his campaign to secure 
the Republican Party's nomina- 
tion for President. 

Bush's rivals ganged up on 
him, seizing on a Washington 
Post report saying he was more 
deeply involved in the unpopular 
arms deal than he has admitted. 

The allegations came before 
today's televised debate between 
six Republican Party hopefuls. 

Opinion polls pul Bush well 
ahead of his opponents nation- 
ally. But he trails Senate 
Republican leader Robert Dole 
in the Midwestern state of Iowa, 
which on February eight holds its 


selection process for delegates to 
next summer's party conven lion . 

Dole, who analysts say must 
win Iowa to remain in the run- 
ning. urged Bush to “tell us pre- 
cisely what he knows" about the 
clandestine sale of arms to Iran 
and the diversion of profits to 
anti-government guerrillas in 
Nicaragua. 

But Bush, who says he suppor- 
ted Reagan's decision with some 
unspecified reservations, said 
yesterday that his advice to the 
President would remain con- 
fidential. 

“The time hasn't come when 
the vice-president has to go out 
and try to help himself politically 
by saying what he told the 
President," Bush told reporters 
before a news conference.

The next phase will come after 
the formation of an interim 
administration in Tamil-domin- 
ated areas, he said. 

Discriminates 

A minister and a deputy mini- 
ster — both Sinhalese — were 
acting as “live wires” for the 
negotiations and helping in 
mediation, the source said. 
Representatives of major Tamil 
rebel groups, including the 
dominant Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam, are in Colombo 
conducting the talks. 

The Tigers have been fighting 
Indian peacekeeping troops in 
northern and eastern Sri Lanka 
despite a peace accord signed last 
July to end the Tamil ethnic war. 

Tamil, militants say the 
majority Sinhalese community 
discriminates against Lbeim in., 
jobs, education and J ttie use J bf ‘ 
their language. 

Tamil and government sour- 
ces said the new round of talks 
that has reportedly been going on 
for the past two weeks as 
proceeding smoothly.

Snowstorm hits 
East Coast 

WASHINGTON, Jan 8, 
(Reuter): A major snowstorm 
that crippled the southern stales 
of America swept up the East 
Coast today, forcing federal 
government offices in the capital 
to shut down and causing at least 
one death. 

The White House said 
President Reagan had cancelled 
an appearance at the nearby ren- 
ovated Army-Navy club, which 
put off its scheduled reopening 
ceremony until Tuesday. 

The Slate Department also 
cancelled its usual news briefing. 

More than 700, road accidents 
were reported in North Carolina, 
as the storm dumped 16 inches 
(40 cm) of snow over the area. 

In Washington, where about a 
foot (30 cm) of snow fell, the 
government issued an announ- 
cement on local television and 
radio stations shortly before 6:00 
am, after nine hours of steady 
snow, telling “non-essential" 
federal employees they were not 
required to work. 

However, postal service 
employees were told they were 
expected to report for duty. 
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Bush has been trying to score 
points in this important state by 
stressing his support for the 
recently concluded intermediate- 
range arms reduction pact with 
Moscow.

Exiled Iranians it 
find refuge in US 


DUBAI, Jan 8, (Reuter): Eight 
desperate Iranians fleeing the 
Iran-lraq war are likely to fmd a 
refuge in the United States or 
elsewhere in the West, a United 
Nations official said on Thurs- 
day. 

US relatives of the group had 
offered to sponsor three or four 
of them and the rest would 
probably also find homes in the 
West, Abdulrazak Essaied, UN 
High Commissioner for 
Refugees in the Middle East, told 
Reuters. 

Asylum 

“Nothing has been confirmed, 
but sponsorship requests have 
been submitted to the US 
immigration authorities,” he 
said. “There are encouraging 
signs they will all be resettled in a 
few weeks.”

Reports in the Iranian media 
said last year the girls could not 
be separated because West Ger- 
man doctors who examined them 
believed oneofthem woulddieor 
become crippled for life if an 
operation was carried out for the 
purpose. 


Soviet position “absolutely 
clear” in the US capital. 

The Soviet prerequisite for 
leaving Afghanistan is a US 
obligation to stop supplying the 
Afghan guerrillas who have 
bases in Pakistan. Pakistan also 
houses 3.S million Afghan 
refugees, who have fled the fight- 
ingfaow in its eighth year. 

Aiexeyev said that the key now 
to ending the eight-year 
involvement of the estimated 
115,000 Soviet troops in the 
guerrilla war was the UN-spon- 
sored talks between Afghanistan 
and Pakistan in Geneva. 

If the Geneva talks in 
February succeed, Aiexeyev said 
a “date for the withdrawal can be 
agreed” and then signed a few 
days. 

“(Then one can) stan counting 
the designated 60 days before the 
entry into force of the commit- 
ment to stop the outside inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of 
Afghanistan, and then the with- 
drawal of Soviet Forces could 
start.” 

A Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man in Islamabad said Pakistan 
will raise no new demands in 
talks aimed at ending the Afghan 
conflict and plans to work closely 
with the United States to press 
fora Soviet withdrawal in 1988. 


The spokesman said Pakistan 
looks forward to the arrival of 
UN Undersecretary General 
Diego Cordovez on Jan 20 to 
start a Kabul-Islamabad 
diplomatic shuttle in prepara- 
tion for the next round of Geneva 
talks, possibly in February. 

Still to be worked out is a 
timetable for the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan. 
Pakistan wants Soviet troops to 
withdraw in eight months, while 
the Afghan government has said 
the Soviets can do it in 12 mon- 
ths. 

He said the talks led to “a dear 
understanding of all aspects 
which need to be addressed for a 
political settlement of the Afgh- 
anistan issue.” 

The spokesman told reporters, 
“both Pakistan and the United 
States have decided to work 
assiduously for the Soviet troop 
withdrawal from Afghanistan in 
1988.” 

He said Pakistan’s understan- 
ding is that along with 
Islamabad, the United States is 
“willing to contribute to a 
political settlement and bring an 
end to the war.” now in its ninth 
year. 

Mohammad Younis Khalis, 
leader of a resistance alliance 
opposing the Soviet-backed 


Kabul government, said the 
sooner Soviet forces left Afghan- 
istan the better it would be for 
Moscow. 

“This will determine the future 
relationship between an Islamic 
government in Afghanistan and 
the Soviet Union,” he said in a 
statement in the north-western 
Pakistani town of Peshawar. 

Khalis said the alliance, which 
groups seven Pakistan-based 
guemlla parties, would not join 
communists in any future 
Afghan government. 

Meanwhile, the White House 
said on Thursday it saw reason 
for optimism that peace could be 
achieved in war- lorn Afghanis- 
tan but that progress depended 
cs Moscow setting a date for 
withdrawing its troops. 

Spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
told reporters there was nothing 
new in a statement by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze in Kabul on Wed- 
nesday that Moscow would like 
to pull out its 1 1 5,000 troops this 
year. 

“There is an environment that 
gives some reason for 
optimism.” Fitzwater said. 

But. he added: “The fact 
remains they haven't set a date 
for withdrawal and that is what 
matters.” 


Rival students clash in Chittagong ■ 


Teachers join anti-Ershad 


DHAKA, Jan 8, (AP): More 
than 400 teachers participated in 
an anti-government demonstra- 
tion Thursday to demand the 
resignation of President Hossain 
Mohammad Ershad. 

The teachers marched from 
Dhaka University campus to the 
nearby Martyrs Memorial, 
shouting “Ershad must quit” 
and “no polls under the present 
government,” witnesses said. 

On Wednesday night, pro- and 
anti-government students cla- 
shed at Chittagong University, 
about 210 kilometres southeast 
of Dhaka. Bombs were hurled 
and shots were fired, police said. 

Riot police guarding the 
university did not intervene even 
though all processions and rallies 
are banned under a government 
rule imposed on Nov 27. The 


teachers passed a resolution at a 
meeting before the march that 
called for Ershad to quit and turn 
over power to a caretaker gover- 
nment that would hold elections. 

“The academic atmosphere in 
the country has been destroyed 
by the frequent closure of 
educational institutions by the 
government” said Quamruz 
T aman , president of the nation- 
wide Bangladesh Teachers 
Association. 

Hena Das. general secretary of 
the association, said that “tea- 
chers have been forced to join the 
movement for restoration of 
democracy for the sake of bring- 
ing back an academic atmos- 
phere” 

The dashes between students 
at Chittagong University left 14 
people injured. Police said that a 


group of students, armed with 
bombs and revolvers, tried to 
take over a residential hail 
occupied by another group. 

A professor contacted by tele- 
phone said the students trying to 
take over the hall were Ershad 
supporters and had lived in the 
building until last year. They 
were forced out by supporters of 
Jamaat-e-Islami, a Muslim fun- 
damentalist organisation, said 
the professor. 

Strikes and protests by 
Jamaat-e-Islarai and other 
opposition parties have rocked 
Chittagong, Dhaka and other 
universities in an effort to force 
the resignation of Ershad. 

Opposition parties charge his 
government with corruption. 
Inefficiency and failure to con- 
trol the economy. 


Police raid S.Korean university 


SEOUL, Jan 8, (API: About 
1 ,500 riot pohees formed Chosun 
University in the Southwestern' 
city of Kwangju today, ending a 
113-day protest by students 
demanding the dismissal of the 
school administration. 

More than 200 students set fire 
to the main university building 
and hurled firebombs at police in 
green combat fatigues and black 
steel helmets who smashed doors 
and climbed ladders into build- 
ings in the dawn raid. 

Classes had been suspended at 
the school since September 
because of the protest by a small 
group of radical students deman- 
ding the removal of the school 


president and members of his' 

. family from the adminiBtratiqiL ’ 

Three students were injured^” 
including one who jumped from 
the fifth floor, of the main build- 
ing as police closed in. The 
studentlanded on one of the mat- 
tresses that police had placed on 
the ground as a precaution 
against suicide, which is a 
traditional form of protest in 
Korea. 

Arrest 

Police arrested about 120 
students. Many protesters fled as 
riot squads gained control of the 
campus, while others tried to 
hold police off by building 
barricades with desks and chairs. 


Local journalists who watched 
the four-hour operation said 
police did -hot use tear gas or 
water cannons. They said police 
were relatively restrained in tak- 
ing control of the campus. 

The main problem came when 
students set fire to the main 
administration building. Fire- 
fighters brought the blaze under 
control after two hours. 

Dissident students started the 
campus occupation to demand 
the resignation of Park Chul 
Woong, the private university’s 
president and founder. The 
students accused Park of being a 
despot at the school, which has 
an enrollment of 15, *

Senators assess impact 
of US naval presence

THREE members of the Senate 
Defence Appropriations Com- 
mittee ended on Thursday their 
Gulf tour which was expected to 
help them assess the impact of the 
US presence in the Gulf on the 
US budget. 

Republican Senators Ted 
Stevens of Alaska, Warren Rud- 
man of New Hampshire and 
Alfonse D'Amato of New York 
conferred in Kuwait with the 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs. Saoud Al Osaimi and Oil 
Minister Sheikh Ali Al Khalifa. 

“We are here to look at the 
policy questions to be faced by 
the Senate” said Stevens before 
departure from Kuwait. 

The senators were specifically 
interested in “the volume of 
Kuwaiti shipping, the number of 
vessels involved, the ownership 


of these vessels and relationships 
of Kuwait to overall situation in 
the Gulf." The impact of the 
talks with the Syrian vice 
president was also discussed. 

Opposed 

Before re-registration of 
Kuwaiti tankers in the US Con- 
gress was opposed to the move. 
Congressmen have expressed 
concern about the US presence in 
the Gulf with initial fears being 
that the US could be embroiled in 
the Gulf war. But the emphasis 
has changed from timingand tac- 
tics to fhe cost of the escort 
operation which, according to 
some lawmakers runs upto S30 
million per month. 

Change 

ft is believed that despite 
individual opposition. Congress 
is now supporting the adminis- 


tration's Gulf policy. The change 
of heart is attributed to the 
smooth running of the escort 
operations and the fact that the 
novelty of the plan has worn off. 

Before arriving in Kuwait the 
delegation visited Bahrain and 
Oman. 

The senators left for Egypt for. 
talks with the defence minister. 
Before returning to the US they 
will hold talks with the Nato 
defence ministers in Brussels. 

Meanwhile two members of 
the House of Representatives 
will visit Kuwait as part of their 
Gulf tour which wul also take 
them to Iraq, Bahrain, Oman 
and Saudi Arabia. Robert 
Torricelli and Mel Levine, both 
Democrats, will review the 
American naval presence in the 
Gulf and study arms purchase 
request from Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia.

Kuwait’s courage in 
facing threats praised

KUWAIT’S courage and deter- 
mination not to yield to Iranian 
threats were praised by the 
chairman of the French- Arab 
Association, Yves Genoa. 

He said this was clear after his 
meetings with officials in 
Kuwait. 

Speaking at a seminar, he said 
that Kuwait played an essential 
role in the current diplomatic, 
moves relating to the Iraq-Iran 
war and had made arrangements 
to ensure the safety of free 
navigation and the flow of oil in 
the Gulf. 

Identical 

He reiterated the French sup- 
port of Security Council Resolu- 
tion No. 598, and said France's 
views were identical to Kuwait's 
on issues related to the Gulf war. 

The real solution lay in bring- 
ing an end to this war, and this 
required concerted Arab and 
international efforts. 

France considers Iran stub- 
born for not complying with 
Resolution No. 598. 

Genna said he was convinced 
that the end of the war would be 
brought about if Arab and 
Islamic countries stepped up 
pressure against Iran. 

He confirmed that the Franco 
Arab Association was keen on 
Arab solidarity and expressed 
satisfaction over the resolutions 
adopted at the Arab summit in 
Amman and the GCC summit in 
Riyadh.

Turning to the situation in the 
occupied territories, Genna said 
he was not surprised at the harsh 
measures taken by Israel’s 
occupation authorities against 
Palestinians, bui surprised by 
the magnitude of the Palestinian 
uprising. 

Terrorism 

He repealed what General 
Charles de Gaulle said after the 
1967 Middle East war, namely 
that Israel could not continue its 
occupation and a day would 
come when it would have to face 
a general uprising. 

He said that France supported 
the Palestinian right to self 
determination as well as their 
right to set up an independent 
state on their soil. 

Regarding the society's res- 
ponse to the oppressive 
measures taken by Israel, Genna 


said the society had issued a 
statement denouncing these 
measures as organised terror- 
ism. . 

Speaking about PLO par- 
ticipation in the proposed inter- 
national peace conference on the 
Middle East. Gena said that 
there was no doubt that the PLO 
was the sole legitimate represen- 
tative of the Palestinian people, 
but its participation in the con- 
ference should be decided by the 
Arab states. 

Discrimination 

Answering a question about 
reports of racial discrimination 
against. Arabs in France. Gena 
said discrimination occurred all 
over the world, and there were 
reservations in French public 
opinion about the enormous 
presence of Arabs in France. He 
said two committees had been 
set up to convince French 
society to accept the Arab com- 
munity and to find ways to 
protect Arab civilisation and the 
Islamic character. He added that 
feelings of disermination did not 
run high among French and 
Arab youth in France. 

He expressed appreciation at 
the setting up of the Arab Ins- 
titute in France, saying it would 
boost Arab-French relations. 

He said his visit was meant to 
make French policy clear to 
Arab states so that there could 
be better understanding between 
the two sides.

UN pressure on Gulf states 
to take in Afghan refugees 


MUSCAT, Jan 8, (AP): Gulf 
stales are being pressed to lake in 
Afghan refugees living in overcr- 
owded Pakistan and Iranian 
camps, a UN official was quoted 
yesterday as saying. 

Abder-Razak Essaied, Middle 
East representative for the UN 
High Commissioner for 
Refugees, told the Oman daily 
Observer the Gulf states were 
being approached in the hope 
they would be willing to help 
fellow Muslims from neighbour- 
ing countries. 

“Bui we haven’t yet got the 
impression they are willing to 
lake them," he said. “We will 
continue efforts." 

Three million refugees are liv- 
ing in Pakistan, mainly in the 
Peshawar area, and another two 
million are in eastern Iran, he 
said. They account for a major 
portion of U N HCR's budget. 

Essaied. a Tunisian, said the 
UNHCR has discussed with 


member states of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council the issue of 
their complying with the 1951 
UNHQR convention on 
refugees. World-wide signatories 
numbered 103, with only North 
Yemen from the Arabian penin- 
sula a signatory, he said. 

Examine 

The GCC groups Oman with 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar, 
Bahrain and the United Arab 
Emirates. Essaied said he was 
assured by GCC foreign mini- 
sters that the matter was under 
consideration. 

Bahrain and Kuwait have 
referred the issue to their justice 
ministries to examine the legal 
implications, he said. 

The Gulf stales have also been 
urged to give employment to • 
qualified refugees with benefits 
on a par with those enjoyed by 
nationals, he said. 

“We have a list of trained 
professionals such as doctors 


and engineers whom they could 
utilise." Essaied added. 

Instances 

He said there were many ins- 
tances when the GCC states had 
cooperated with UNHCR in tak- 
ing in refugees on basis of 
individual cases. 

During the past four months. 
100 Iranian refugees had been 
admitted, he noted, butsomehad 
been resettled outside the region. 

A small group arrived in 
Dubai last week. Essaied said 
their plight had been so publi- 
cised it brought in offers of spon- 
sorship from the United Slates. 
He declined to give details. 

On Dec 29. a group of eight 
Iranian refugees were deported 
by Yugoslav authorities and 
were flown back to Dubai. The 
group, who screamed and 
threatened suicide, were trying to 
go to Canada. The Canadians 
refused to accept them because 
they had forged visas. 


New centre for 
burns and 
plastic surgery 

THE AI Babtain Centre for 
Bums and Plastic Surgery will be 
completed during June. 

The Centre has been donated 
by Saud Abdulaziz Al Babtain 
and will cost about KD 
1,750,000. It is being built in the 
Sabah Hospital area. 

The assistant undersecretary 
for general service affairs at the 
Health Ministry, Yusuf Al 
Ateeqi, said the Centre will 
provide treatment for peopje 
with bums and in need of plastic 
surgery. 

The centre will cover an area of 
about 5,625 square metres. It will 
have 36 beds for men, 24 for 
women and ten for intensive care 
patients. The building will have 
three floors and a 9.000 square 
metres basement. 


New system 
for chalet 
construction 

FAISAL Al Tahous. the director 
of the building department at 
Kuwait Municipality, said that 
the Municipality is working on a 
new system for the construction 
of chalets, an amendment to the 
construction of private dwellings 
and regulations for farms in the 
Wafraarea. 

Al Tahous said that chalet 
construction is presently under 
the authority of the state proper- 
ties department and that land on 
which chalets are built is con- 
sidered public property. 

He said that the department 
was studying the organisation of 
farms in the Wafra area in order 
to give licences for construction 
in farm areas. 


Foreign experts 
help improve 
animal resources 

DR Sultan Al Sultan, the Direc- 
tor of the Animal Health Depart- 
ment of Kuwait’s Public Auth- 
ority for Agricultural and Fish 
Resources, said that Kuwait is 
seeking the help of foreign 
experts to improve .the perfor- 
mance and production level of 
animal resources in the country. 
He added that an expert from 
Hungary had recently arrived in 
Kuwait to work as an advisor for 
three months according to an 
agreement between the authority 
and the United Nations 
Development Programme. He 
will participate in studies on 
ways to develop the work 
procedures at the veterinary 
laboratories and train staffin the 
department 

Al Sultan added that three 
more experts are expected to 
arrive soon, with specialisations 
in veterinary medicine. 

Four years jail 
for killing baby 

A FILIPINO maid who killed 
her baby soon after delivery has 
been sentenced by the Criminal 
Court to four years imprison- 
ment to be followed by deporta- 
tion 

The maid came to Kuwait late 
in 1986 and was already made 
pregnant by her boyfriend in the 
Philippines. She gave birth to a 
baby in April last year and soon 
killed the baby with a screw- 
driver to hide the fact out of fear 
of losing her job. But she became 
very sick and was taken to the 
maternity hospital where it was 
discovered that she had given 
birth. 

The body was discovered by 
the other maid, and the Filipino 
maid then confessed. 

Woman killed in 
road accident 

A WOMAN died and a boy with 
her was seriously injured when a 
speeding car ran over them in 
Jahra on Thursday. 

There were 35 traffic accidents 
in Kuwait, with I9in Ahmadi. 12 
in the capital, three in Hawalli 
and one in Jahra. 


New Egyptian envoy 
arrives in Kuwait 


EGYPT’S new Ambassador to 
Kuwait, Saeed Mahmoud 
RifaaL arrived in Kuwait on 
Thursday, carrying an

Rifaat replaces the late ambas- 
sador Salah-Eldin Hindawi who 
passed away last Sunday follow- 
ing a heart attack. 

In an arrival statement, Rifaat 
said that President Hosni 
Mubarak is due to pay a visit to 
Kuwait which is expected to be 
on Monday, adding that the dis- 
cussions will tackle bilateral 
cooperation in security field in 
Kuwait and the Gulf region. 

Commenting on the Palestin- 
ian uprising. Rifaat said, that the 
Palestinian people will continue 
the uprising against Israeli 
oppression until the Palestinian 
question is resolved. 

Gulf tour 

A Gulf tour by Egypt’s 
President Hosni Mubarak, start- 
ing in Saudi Arabia today, mil 
consolidate Cairo's renewed 
Arab ties and highlight shifting 
diplomatic stands in the Middle 
East. 

His week-long visit to six Gulf 
states buffeted by the nearby 
Iran-Iraq war will have special 
significance for three reasons: . 

— The leader of the most 
populous Arab state will be tour- 
ing Arab countries which may 
seek military aid in future if Iran 
gains the advantage over Iraq. 

— He will be marking Egypt’s 
re-entry to mainstream Arab 
affairs. Nine Arab states decided 
two months ago to bury objec-

— His Gulf talks come as 
Israel's use of bullets to quell 
Palestinian protests in the 
Israeli-held West Bank and Gaza 
Strip has cast a cloud over 
Egypt's ties with the Jewish state.

Meanwhile, a senior Egyptian 
official yesterday reiterated his 
country's support for Gulf Arab 
states in the face of Iranian 
threats. 

The official, Parliament 
Speaker Rifaat Al-Mahgoub, 
said his nation was committed to 
defending countries in the region 
as “part and jparcel of Egypt's 
national security.” 

He said he was in Baghdad in 
part to reaffirm Egypt’s support 
for Iraq, describing the conflict 
with Iran as Iraq’s "war in 
defence of its rights and its 
territory.’’

Importers will have to contact 
the Department of Marketing 
and Ancillary Services for 
import licences and clearance 
permits for teleprinters, facsimile 
equipment, modems, computer 


hardware and related spare parts 
the source added. 

The source explained that the 
Department of Central Mainten- 
ance would provide import licen- 
ces and clearance permits for all 
telephone equipment, inter-com, 
switchboard panels and related 
spare parts and that the Depart- 
ment of Radio Frequency and 
Licencing would issue import 
licences and clearance permits 
for all radio equipment and spare 
parts/ 

The source said lhat applica- 
tions for import licences should 
be addressed to the ministry's 
undersecretary, with the name, 
type, model, and country' of 
origin of the equipment to be 
imported, and a specification 
bulletin attached to the applica- 
tion.

At a symposium organised by i 
the Kuwaiti Medical Society, 
Sadeq nrged campers' to be 
especially careful of insect bites 
and knowledgeable of first aid 
treatment of insect bites. He 
added that one particular desert 
spider, black or mown in colour, 
was quite poisonous, causing a 
burning sensation which contin- 
ues from 1 2-14 hours. He said 
that the sting of this spider might 
be accompanied by swelling and 
redness and that victims feel hot 
and experience an increase in 
blood pressure. 

The yellow spider sting causes 
skin ulcerations and can take 
weeks before the victim is free of 
the sting’s effects. Dr Sadeq said. { 

adding that the scorpion was also 
very dangerous and its sting 
could prove fatal to children.

Two children sent illegally as 
unwilling jockeys to Abu Dhabi 
had already died. Minister of 
Slate Tor Defence Rana Naeem 
Mahmud told Parliament. He 
gave no details of the deaths but 
said action would be taken 
against the officials who allowed 
the children out of Pakistan. 

Camel racing is popular in the 
Gulf states. Camel owners say 
Lhe shrieks of frightened boys 
strapped to the animal's back 
make it run faster. 

Mahmud said the government 
could do nothing to prevent 
families taking their children out 
of Pakistan legally to work as 
camel jockeys but it would take 
steps to hail the smuggling of 
children. 

Last August police in Karachi 
rescued 23 boys whom they said 
were being smuggled to the Gulf.

Boatful of refugees 
in Switzerland

BASLE, Switzerland, (Reuter): 
Right-wing politicians who 
claim Switzerland is overcrow- 
ded with foreigners and would- 
be refugees have long used the 
rallying cry: “The boat is full”. 

Now, there really is a refugee 
boaL 

Switzerland is putting the final 
touches to a former cruise ship 
anchored in the River Rhine 
which will bouse would-be 
refugees when a controversial 
change in asylum law comes into 
effect this month. 

The 144-berth "Ursula" is one 
of four sites in the country where 
asylum seekers will be interned 
while they await the initial 
processing of their applications 
for residence. 

“Around 80 refugees will be 
housed for a maximum of five 
days or so on the ship." says Peter 
Arbenz. the government's lop 
official for refugee questions. “In 
this ship we will ask tbe asylum 
seekers how they came into our 
country and then decide whether 
they can stay." 

Switzerland has a long tradi- 
tion of welcoming refugees and 
has maintained for decades a 
liberal policy on granting 
political asylum. 

Foreigners 

After World War Two, most 
applicants came from East 
European countries, easily won 
refugee status and quickly 
integrated themselves into Swiss 
life. 

But foreigners now make up 
about 15 per cent of the 6.5 
million population, and in some 
cities the proportion is as high as 
one-third. 

The wave of people seeking 
asylum over the last five- years 
has come overwhelmingly from 
countries including Chile. Zaire 
and Sri Lanka, as well as an 
increasing number from Turkey. 
The authorities believe that 
many come not for political 
reasons but for economic ones — 
unemployment at home and a 
chance to make good money in 
Switzerland. 

That led to a swelling of public 
opinion against asylum-seekers 
— reflected in a two-to-one vote 
in a public referendum to back 
the new asylum law last April. 
Opponents of the law see racism 
as an underlying reason for the 
strong public reaction. 

The legislation has pushed 
Switzerland into a public slang- 
ing match with refugee auth- 
orities at the United Nations 


since publication of details and 
new visa regulations last month. 

Jean-Pierre Hocke, the UN 
High Commissioner for 
Refugees, himself, a Swiss, pro- 
claimed himself “deeply concer- 
ned" about the moves, and for- 
mally asked the Swiss govern- 
ment to reconsider. 

Justice Minister Elisabeth 
Kopp retorted by accusing him 
of unjustified interference in 
Swiss a Hairs. 

Switzerland, like many other 
Western European countries, 
has long been worried by a sharp 
increase in refugees in recent 
years, many of them from Third 
World countries. 

Officials say they received 
10,000 new asylum requests by 
the end of last year, the highest 
annual figure since the end of 
World WarTwo. 

At the end of August, the latest 
month for which figures are 
available, the backlog of 
unprocessed requests had rea- 
ched near 22,000. 

Under the new law, would-be 
refugees are required to enter the 
country at 27 specific designated 
places only and to register their 
claim for asylum immediately. 
Those who fail to do so risk 
immediate deportation and 
some will simply be turned back 
at the border. 

Wait 

Those making it through the 
border will be sent to the intern- 
ment centres where they will be 
fingerprinted and documented in 
one of 23 languages. 

Even then, they are not 
guaranteed they can stay here. 
So-called "asylum-tourists.” 
those who come to Switzerland 
from neighbouring countries, 
will be sent back, as will others 
who fail to satisfy the new tough 
requirements. 

After a few days’ stay the 
remainder will then be allotted to 
the various cantons where they 
will await a final decision on thei r 
case. 

In addition, nationals of a 
variety of Third World countries 
now face stiffer visa restrictions 
designed to curb the flow of 
foreigners into the country. 

Asked how much housing 
asylum-seekers on board the 
Ursula would cost Swiss tax- 
payers, Arbenz declined to ans- 
wer directly. 

“The ship is more expensive 
than renting an air-raid shelter, 
but we couldn’t bring ourselves 
to force them to live under- 
ground. It is, however, cheaper 
than a hotel,” he said. 


A real dynamite

STOCKHOLM, (Reuter): A lit- 
tle-known Swedish businessman 
played a vital role in the Gulf war 
by selling Iran huge amounts of 
ammunition and explosives, 
according to Swedish customs 
officials and arms trade experts. 

Arms trader Karl-Erik Sch- 
mitz started to emerge from the 
shadows early in 1985 after cus- 
toms officers raided hiscompany 
Scandinavian Commodity in 
Malmo. southern Sweden. 

The material they seized in that 
and two subsequent raids — 
around 18,000 documents in all 
— literally involved dynamite. 

"We uncovered a network that 
had shipped millions of dollars 
worth of explosives, munitions 
and artillery components from 
Israel. South Africa and half a 
dozen Western European coun- 
tries to Iran," said a senior cus- 
toms officer who worked on the 
case. 

Schmitz is awaiting trial next 
March on smuggling charges and 
faces up to six years in jail if 
convicted. He admits selling 
explosives to Iran but denies 
breaking Swedish law. 

Documents 

Officials recently gave Reuters 
around 1,600 pages of the 
material seized in the raids. They 
provide a unique insight into the 
murky world of the international 
arms trade. 

Despite the raids, Schmitz kept 
onsellingexplosives to Iran right 
through I9S5 and well into 1986, 
thedocuments show. Arms trade 
experts estimate the value of his 
sales to Iran at around $600 
million and say his efforts were 
an important factor in sustaini ng 
Tehran in its war against Iraq. 

According to Aaron Karp, a 
researcher at the Stockholm 
International Peace Research 
Institute (Sipri) who monitors 
the international arms trade, 
Iran is about 50 per cent self-suf- 
ficient in small arms ammuni- 
tion, grenades, mortar bombs 


and artillery shells. 

"Schmitz helped them make 
up the other hall,” he said. 

Karp said Schmitz was able to 
operate so freely because 
European governments were 
unprepared for the development 
of a huge black market in 
explosives as a result of the Gulf 
war. 

“Before this, there was no real 
regulation of the powder trade. 
Nobody warned hundreds of 
millions of tons of the stuff until 
the Iran-Iraq war created the 
market." he said. 

Swedish customs sent a 
detailed report of their findings 
to their counterparts in Finland, 
Norway, France, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Austria and Italy, 
setting off or contributing to 
investigations in those countries. 

The documents consist of con- 
tracts, orders, invoices, bills of 
lading, shipping schedules, let- 
ters of credit with banks in Swit- 
zerland and London and count- 
less telexes between Schmitz and 
his contacts in Tehran and all 
over Europe. 

Sometimes, they make amus- 
ing reading. On Sept 19. 1985. 
Schmitz sent a telex to the Iranian 
National Defence Industries 
Organisation in Tehran, saying: 
“We would like to inform you 
that we are just now breaking all 
existing laws and regulations to 
make it possible to supply the 
goods to your organisation.” 

In a telephone interview. Sch- 
mitz told Reuters that the telex 
was an attempt to make his 
buyers understand the difficul- 
ties he was facing and not an 
admission of guilt. 

■ In any case, he said. European 
governments were well aware of 
his activities but preferred to 
close their eyes to them. 

"There is u factor)' in every 
country producing explosives all 
the time. Who buys them? Only 
countries at war like Iran. 

"Everyone kept this secret 
until the Swedish customs went 
like an elephant in a procelain 
shop and destroyed it," he said.

Lack of enthusiasm 
for high speed change

MOSCOW: An apparent slow- 
down in the tempo of Soviet 
reform has been accompanied by 
the growth in visibility of Yegor 
Ligachev. the cautious second- 
ranking member of the ruling 
Communist Party Politburo. 

Recent statements in the news 
media also indicate concern by 
some leaders at what they con- 
sider to be the negative side 
effects of glasnost (openness). 
These statements, coupled with 
Ligachev’s higher profile, sug- 
gest that supporters of radical 
reform are facing opposition 
from two directions. 

Resistance to reform has 
previously been associated lar- 
gely with officials and others 
whose comfortable life style 
would be destroyed by policies of 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev. Now it seems dear that 
some more conservative party 
leaders are worried that radical 
reform will weaken traditional 
moral and political values. 

Those cautious of reform now 
seem to include the KGB 
(security and intelligence service) 
and the armed forces. 

Many Soviet observers feel 
that Ligachev favours slower and 
less radical change, and not a 
simplereturatothepast. Radical 
reformers feel the difference is 
immaterial: they stress that the 
country needs a fast and 
thoroughgoing transformation, 
not partial improvements. 

Lihachev is apparently coor- 
dinating the next plenum (due 
early this year) of the party Cen- 
tral Committee, which is 
scheduled to discuss education. 
Such meetings discuss policy, 
make personnel changes when 
necessary, and under Gorbachev 
have played a significant role in 
gaining acceptance for structural 
reform. 

Meetings 

The task of coordinating the 
meeting would normally have 
seemed to fall within the purview 
of Alexander Yakovlev, a full 
(voting) member of the Politburo 
and a strong supporter of radical 
reform. 

Ligachev has also recently 
been prominent in Central Com-

as varied as Afghanistan and the 
quality of this year's harvest. 

During an interview with the 
French newspaper Le Monde on 
Dec 3. Ligachev revealed for the 
first time that he. not Gorbachev, 
chaired sessions of the Central 
Committee Secretariat — the 
body that handles top-level 
policy issues between sessions of 
the Politburo.

Soviet officials have since 
stressed that this is the 
traditional function of the so- 
called seepnd secretary. Well- 
informed sources say that the late 
ideologist Mikhail Suslov per- 
formed this task under Konstan- 
tin Chernenko. The timing of 
Ligachev's revelation, 

however— three days before the 
start or the Washington summit 

— was viewed by some observers 
as a clear effort to undercut Gor- 
bachev before the summit. 

Perhaps most disturbing for 
supporters of radical change is 
the fact that leaders of some of 
the country's major institutions 
— the KGB and the armed forces 

— have recently expressed their 
lack of enthusiasm for high- 
speed change. 

The first” to do so was KGB 
chief Viktor Chebrifcov. His 
speech on Sept 10 prefigured in 
many ways Gorbachev’s surpr- 
ising low-key Nov 2 address 
commemorating the Bolshevik 
Revolution. Chebrikov’s 
address came two weeks after a 
generally conservative-sounding 
speech by Ligachev.) 

Recently Defence Minister 
Dmitri Yazov made his views 


known. General Yazov was 
appointed minister last May in 
the wake of ihe Rust affair (in 
which a West German flier flew 
uninvited through Soviet airs- 
pace and landed near Moscow's 
Red Square). Yazov was elected 
to the Politburo at the June 
plenum of the Central Commit- 
tee — the high-water mark of the 
push for radical change. 

During a meeting with writers, 
Yazov referred favourably to an 
article in Lhe party daily Pravda 
by three prominent writers — 
Valentin Rasputin, Yuri Bon- 
darev, and Vasily Belov. 

The three men expressed con- 
cern at the growing materialism 
of young people, and at the "psy- 
chological and moral” damage 
of rock music. At least two of the 
writers, Bondarev and Rasputin, 
have in the past voiced their sym- 
pathy with Ligachev’s more con- 
servative approach to change. 

In the meeting, Yazov also 
spoke ofhis “bewilderment” that 
some parts of the mass media 
sometimes Brought oiit articles 
and programmes “spiritually 
disorienting” to young people. 
Ligachev has also expressed con- 
cern at the potential excesses of 
the media. 

Usually well-informed Soviet 
sources say that performances by 
the more controversial rock 
groups in Moscow have virtually 
ceased. 

The slowdown in discussion of 
reforms seems, paradoxically 
enough, to have followed close 
on the heels of what seemed at the 
time a breakthrough for radical 
reform — the June Central Com- 
mittee plenum. During that 
meeting, Gorbachev expressed 
unhappiness at the slowness of 
change and stressed a need for a 
more rapid pace. 

The plenum approved a law on 
state enterprises that came into 
effect Jan 1; it is intended to give 
industrial enterprises more 
administrative and financial 
freedom of action. Some radical 
reformers complain that the law 
is both complicated and flawed. 
The June meeting also endorsed 
a series of economic man- 
agement reforms. Discussion of 
the planned reforms since then 
has been surprisingly muted.

An indigenous uprising

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM: 
The number killed so far in the 
latest wave of Arab unrest in the 
Middle East is not in itself as 
important as the fact that this 
movement has evidently been 
self-generated inside the 
occupied territories and among 
the members of the younger gen- 
eration. 

In the past most acts of Arab 
resistance against Israel have 
come from outside, or in res- 
ponse to outside stimulus. The 
Arab activists were primarily 
among the refugees who left 
Israel and Israel's occupied 
territories during the five Arab- 
Israel wars. They were mostly 
men of the older generation. 

First 

This time the Arabs on the 
outside have apparently had 
nothing to do with the 13 days or 
demonstrations and rioting 
which since Dec 9 have broken 
the peace, first in the Gaza Strip, 
and then in various other places 
on the West Bank, includin 
Jerusalem itself. 

Israel says that 27 Arab youths 
were killed. The Arabs say the 
number is at least 76. This 
occurred during riots in which 
waves of schoolboys and girls 
have attacked Israeli police and 
soldiers, using stones as their 
main weapon. Consciously or 
unconsciously they are engaged 
in a first serious and mass effort 
to take control of the streets 
away from the Israeli police. * 

They will lose this battle. 
Israeli military power is domin- 
ant in all the territories under

Israeli rule. But this is not a last 
gasp of a dying movement, it is 
the opening battle in a new 
movement, the movement of the 
young Arabs who have lived 
their “entire lives under Israeli 

rule- . - ■ 

Until now the Arabs of Lhe 
occupied territories and oflsrael 
itself have been largely passive 
bystanders in the war against 
Israel waged by the various fac- 
tions of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation operating from 
outside- 

The Arabs living inside the 
lines of the Israeli Army have 
until now looked for their 
ultimate liberation to come 
through diplomacy. "Manv of 
them have been waiting since 
1948. when Israel came into exis- 
tence. Many more have been 
waiting since 1967. when Israel 
took the West Bank. Gaza, and 
the Golan Heights. For the first 
group the waiting has lasted 40 
years; for the second group, 20 
years. 

Belief 

Their hopes have been nouri- 
shed by the prospect held forth 
ever since the 1967 war by resolu- 
tions of the United Nations call- 
ing for Israeli withdrawal for 
“occupied territories.'' These 
resolutions are supported by vir- 
tually the entire world. Israel 
itself voted for the first one. UN 
Resolution 242. It has repeatedly 
been interpreted by the United 
States as requiring the withdr- 
awal of Israeli forces from most 
of the occupied territories, 
subject to minor modification of 
the pre-1967 boundaries. 

For many years the Arabs 


trusted the US to use rtsinfluence-' 
to bring compliance , with UN 
resolution 242. PresidenUimmy 
Carter tried for this during the ":. 
Camp David meetings with’-J 
Israeli Prime Minister ; Mena- ; 
chem Begin and Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. The 
Camp David agreement, 
promised the Arabs local self-. - 
government. • . 

But that was eight years ago. 
Never since has the Reagan 
administration applied pressure 
on Israel to carry out its obliga- 
tions under Camp David. Hope

Vital source of news on 
events in occupied areas

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM , 
(AP): A small office featuring a

The Arab-owned Palestine 
Press Service (PPS) receives its 
information through a network 
of reporters, freelancers and 
volunteers in the occupied 
territories, said Elias M. Zanan- 
iri. the PPS' managing director. 

Organ 

The PPS regards itself as an 
organ of the Palestine nationalist 
movement, reflecting the opin- 
ion of Palestinians in the 
occupied territories. For a mon- 
thly subscription fee of several 
hundred dollars, the PPS 
provides telex news services to 
some Western embassies and 
about 25 foreign news organisa- 
tions. 

Some journalists, who have no 
telex machines at their offices, 
come to the PPS for news 
bulletins, Zananiri said in an 
interview at his office in East 
Jerusalem.

Experience of a Soviet emigre

MOSCOW: For the first two 
days he didn’t dare go out of the 
hotel alone. But by the third day 
he felt relaxed enough to take 
strolls without escort. 

For Yale professor of Soviet 
politics, Wolfgang Leonhard, it 
was the first time back since he 
left Moscow in 1945 to go build a 
communist government in what 
would become East Germany. 

He returned as a member of 
the entourage of West German 
President Richard von Weiz- 
sacker on a state visit in July. 
Leonhard, who knows Dr Von 
Weizsacker personally, figured 
that this company would assure 
his safety. 

In a way, Leonhard's visit was 
also a personal vote of confi- 
dence in Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev’s attempts at reform. 
Even in the innovative time of 
Nikita Khrushchev in the 1960s, 
Leonhard feared that his West 
German passport might be con- 
fiscated if he ever travelled here, 
and he might be told he was stil] a 
Soviet citizen and not free to 
leave. 

His Soviet saga began in June 
1935, when he was 14 years old. 
His mother, who had been work- 
ing clandestinely as a communist 
in Hitler’s Germany, decided it 
was getting top dangerous and 


took Wolfgang to live in tbe 
Soviet Union. He, too, was a 
convinced communist, as were 
the other boys and girls in the 
school he attended for the chil- 
dren of political emigres in Mos- 
cow. 

His schoolmates included Mis- 
cha Wolf, later to be the legen- 
dary spy chief of East Germany, 
and Peter Florin, today vice 
foreign minister in East Ger- 
many. 

Arrested 

In summer of 1936, 
Leonhard's mother placed him 
in the prestigious Children’s 
Home No. 6 for children of Ger- 
man and Austrian communist 
emigres. Nine months later, 
when he went home to visit his 
mother he found the door sea- 
led. She had been arrested in 
Joseph Stalin’s great purge of 
communists. 

He asked no questions, and at 
first he said nothing to his 
friends. But gradually he found 
out that a dozen others had had 
the same experience. Then his 
teachers were arrested, one after 
the other. 

“Arrests at that time became 
so familiar that no one used the 
word ‘arrested." he commented 
as he sat in the Intourist Hotel 
just off Red Square. The verb 
was “taken.” And when in En- 
glish class (from an earlier text) 
“take" was conjugated; "I am 


taken, you will be taken, will be 
be taken?" The whole class 
thought that what the teacher 
was doing was counterrevolu- 
tionary, The sample verb was 
quickly changed. 

“We were still believing in the 
system, but we were trying to 
understand why it was neces- 
sary. We still tried to defend 
things in principle." 

With the teachers gone, the 
pupils shifted to a Russian 
school. They were still treated 
well as “sons and daughters of 
the glorious fighters of the fascist 
political system.” and in the 
summer of 1939 they were sent 
for a holiday on the Azov Sea. 
Suddenly the Stalin-Hitler pact 
was signed, and “to be the son or 
daughter of an antifascist did not 
mean very much any more since 
(after that) fascism did not exist 
any more." 

Assignment 

When the Germans attacked 
the Soviet Union in June of 1941 , 
Leonhard and other members of 
the League of Communist Youth 
were immediately enlisted in 
civil aviation defence. In 
September the Germans were 
forcibly resettled in central Asia. 
They were transported there in a 
cattle train of SO cars that took 18 
days to get to Karaganda. 

In the summer of 1942 he was 
suddenly told he would get a spe- 


cial assignment, one that carried 
a ration of food that would get 
him off the starvation diet of 400 
grams (14 ounces) of bread a 
day. He was instructed to travel 
to the city of Ufa and report to 
Lenin Street 7, go to the second 
floor on the right, and knock. 

“I did not ask any questions. I 
did it. The secretary said Very 
good. You are comrade 
Leonhard. You want to eat.’ I 
was brought to a beautiful res- 
taurant. It was incredible. I 
hadn't eaten (decently) for a 
year." 

His next order was to go “next 
door." where he was informed 
that he was enrolled in the Com- 
intern school. “I was shivering, 
because this was the highest 
school, something like a com- 
bined Harvard, Princeton, Yale, 
and the National Defense Col- 
lege. They said, ‘everything is 
secret. You are now in Agri- 
cultural Technical School 101, 
and you have a different name.” 

“I grew more oppositional. 
My final break came with the 
Soviet- Yugoslav break . . " 

Leonhard describes his poli- 
tical evolution as going from 
Communist to Social Democrat 
to a convinced liberal (in the 
European sense of opposing ex- 
cessive government interven- 
tion) who sees liberalism "not as 
a means but as an end.”

“We also have a problem of 
access.”

Others PPS sources include - 
“people who call us voluntarily 
or taxi drivers who drive from 
one Palestinian village to 
another.” he said. Zananiri said , 
that such information can 
become distorted by rumours. 

The recent riots, for instance, 
were sparked after rumours that 
the deaths of four Arabs struck 
by an Israeli military truck oh 
Dec 8 was a deliberate act of 
revenge for the stabbi ng death of 
an Israeli businessman. 

“A couple of days ago, 1 got an 
anonymous phone call, and this 
person told me that two people 
were shot dead by Israeli troops 
in Gaza city.”

“1 ordered our reporter to 
check.” he continued, “and he 
found that the sound of shooting 
came from fireworks that some 
children decided to put made the

Takeshita to meet Reagan next week 


Leaders to review dollar stability 


TOKYO, Jan- 8, (Reuter): 
President Reagan and Prime 
Minister Noboru Takeshita arc 
expected to affirm the import 
tanee of a stable US dollar when 
they meet in Washington next 
week, government ofunals said 
yesterday. 

“The stability of exchange 
rates is very important.’* a 
Foreign Ministry official told 
reporters. “1 think this will be 
reiterated (by the two leaders).” 

The official, who asked not to 
be identified, told reporters that 
the world economy was entering 
a difficult time following the 
steep fall of the dollar and the 
global stock market crash in 
October. 

“What is very important is to 
regain market confidence.” he 
said. 

Major nations, including the 
United Slates and Japan, warned 
late last year that a further fall of 
the dollar could hurt the world 


economy. 

The markets at first ignored 
the warning, pushing the dollar 
to record post-war lows against 
the Japanese yen and West Ger- 
man mark. 

The US currency has since 
rebounded, helped by massive 
dollar buying by major nations, 
but many foreign-exchange 
dealers remain sceptical that its 
strength will last. 

Although officials expect 
Reagan and Takeshita to reaf- 
firm the importance of a stable 
dollar, they played down the pos- 
sibility of die two leaders spelling 
out specific steps to achieve that 
end. 

Rebound 

“I don't think there will be any 
surprises.” a senior Finance 
Ministry' official said in a tele- 
phone interview. 

Top Japanese business leaders 
urged Takeshita on Tuesday to 
come up with concrete ways to 


stabilise the dollar when he meets 
Reagan next week. 

But the Finance Miuistry 
official said the dollar's rebound 
from post-war lows of 1 20.45 yen 
on M onday removed the need for 
any new specific pact. 

Foreign Ministry officials 
indicated that Takeshita will go 
to the United States prepared to 
make concessions m three areas 
of interest to Washington. 

One official said Japan hoped 
to come up with specific ways to 
help foreign companies gain a 
greater share of government- 
funded construction contracts 
before Takeshita leaves for 
Washington. 

The US Congress has voted to 
retaliate against Japan because it 
believes foreign companies have 
been shut out of its public con- 
struction market. 

Another official said Take- 
shita was likely to present a plan 
to Reagan for Tokyo to shoulder 


a greater share of the costs of US 
military bases in Japan. 

A senior Agriculture Ministry 
official said on Wednesday that 
Japan would accept in principle 
a ruling by the world trade body 
GATT that it scrap import 
quotas on 10 farm products. 

But under a deal worked out 
with the United States, it will 
maintain quotas on two of the 
products — starch and 
evaporated milk — for the time 
being, he said. 

Allegations 

Meanwhile, Japan's Finance 
Ministry wants tighter controls 
on insider trading in securities. 

“The definition (of insider 
trading) is very vague and guilt is 
difficult to determine,” 
Kazumoto Suzuki, director of 
the ministry’s stock-dealing ins- 
pection division, said in an 
interview. 

He said the ministry hoped to 
finish a draft revision of the law 


next month to be presented to 
Parliament. 

Late last year the Osaka Stock 
Exchange probed allegations 
that banks, securities houses and 
company executives had 
engaged in insider trading ot 
shares of Tateho Chemical 
Industries shortly before Tateho 
disclosed huge losses from bond 
market investments. 

The probe found no evidence 
of insider trading that would be 
covered by the existing law alth- 
ough the exchange said question- 
able trading had occurred. 

Market experts said the 
globalisation of stock markets 
and greater participation by 
foreign investors and brokerages 
in the Tokyo market have boos- 
ted pressure on Japan to lighten 
its rules. 

Specific prohibitions on 
insider trading, transactions 
based on corporate information 
not available to the public, apply 


under the current law only to 
company executives and share- 
holders with more than 10 per 
cent of a company's shares. 

“The possibility of trading on 
inside information is not limited 
to such personsrjSuzuki said. 

Revisions 

He said possible legal revisions 
to be discussed at a Finance Min- 
istry Advisory Committee meet- 
ing included: 

— Expanding the definition of 
insiders to include all company 
employees and people or firms 
with long-term ties to a com- 
pany, such as lawyers, accoun- 
tants. underwriters and banks 

— Creating some res trie dons on 
trading on privileged informa- 
tion obtained by securities 
analysts and journalists 

— Restoring a clause requiring 
company directors and major 
shareholders to report holdings 
in their companies and all tran- 
sactions in that company's stock. 


Kuwait, Egypt 
plan committee 
to expand 
economic ties 

CAIRO, Jan 8, (Reuter): Kuwait 
and Egypt plan to set up a com- 
mittee to strengthen their econ- 
omic ties, Kuwait’s Finance 
Minister Jassem Mohammed A1 
Khorafi said yesterday. 

“We hope to establish the joint 
committee in the near future to 
encourage, develop and protect 
investments and trade between 
the two countries,” he told a 
news conference. 

Khorafi, who is on a three-day 
official visit to Egypt, said detaifs 
of the committee were still being 
discussed. 

Heconfirmed that Kuwait had 
given Egypt financial aid over the 
past two years. “We consider it a 
duty, not just assistance,” he 
said. 

Scope 

He said total Kuwaiti loans, 
deposits,, and investments., in 
Egypt had reached S33 billion 
but; ■ (here- was scqpeVfor^Hpven

Khorafi earlier had talks with 
Egyptian Prime Minister Atef 
Sedld and other ministers. He 
met President Hosni Mubarak 
on Wednesday and signed a 
KD10 million loan to develop 
Egypt's pharmaceutical indus- 
try- 

He declined to comment on 
reports of closer military 
cooperation between Egypt and 
Kuwait or reported negotiations 
to buy Egyptian arms. 

Kuwait, with eight other Arab 
states, restored diplomatic rela- 
tions with Egypt in November 
after an Arab League summit in 
Amman. Most Arab states cut 
ties in 1979 when Egypt signed its 
peace treaty with Israel. 

Mubarak will visit Kuwait on 
Monday as part of a tour of Gulf 
Arab states. 


US construction 

spending 

jumps 

WASHINGTON, Jan 8. (AP): 
Construction spending in the 
United States jumped 2.2 per 
cent in November, the largest 
increase in nine months, the 
government said yesterday. 

The Commerce Department 
reported that spending on new 
construction rose to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of S419.5 
billion in November following a 
0.1 per cent drop in October. It 
was the biggest one-month 
increase since a 4.4 per cent gain 
last February. 

The advance was led by a 6.9 
per cent jump in spending for 
-non-residential construction,* 
which climbed to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of S96.2 
billion. ' 

Construction . 

Spending for residential con- 
struction was also up a healthy 

1.1 per cent to an annual rate of 

5207.1 biUioh. The residential 
gam included a 0.9 per cent 
increase in construction of sin- 
gle-family homes and a 2.5 per 
cent rise in construction of multi- 
family housing. 

The increase in non-residential 
construction included big 
increases in all of the major 
categories. Factory construction 
rose 13.3 per cent followed by 
gains of 6.9 per cent for office 
building, 6.1 per cent for shop- 
ping cadres and other commer- 
^ -Structures and 5.9 per cent 
for hotels and motels. 

Construction in the govern- 
ment category climbed 1 percent 
in November to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of S77.5 
billion even though the largest 
category highway construction, 
was unchanged at an annual rate 
of $24.9 billion. 


Ricoh develops colour picture telephone 


TOKYO, JaD 8, (Reuter): Ricoh, 
a leading Japanese maker of 
copiers and facsimile machines, 
has developed a devioecapa We of 
sending still colour pictures over 
ordinary telephone lines, a spok- 
esman said yesterday. 

Ricoh's colour telephone is the 
first to use facsimile and data 
compression technology, ena- 
bling it to send colour images 
faster than black and white pic- 
tures transmitted by machines 
marketed by Sony. Mitsubishi 
and other companies, he said. 

Leapfrogged 

Ricoh has leapfrogged com- 
petitors with its entry to the field, 
but the race is far from over, 
industry analysts said. 

‘It's still too early. The idea is 
to get a moving picture of the 
other person,” said Darrel Whit- 


ten, associate director of Far 
East Research at Prudential- 
Bache Securities. 

Still pictures are good for dis- 
playing maps or photos or seeing 
what someone looks like before 
meeting them. But they cannot 
show the body language that 
dominates face-to-face com- 
munication, analysis said. 

Whitten said moving pictures 
will have to await the spread of 
Integrated Services Digital Net- 
works (ISDN) built of fibre- 
optic cables. They provide much 
greater capacity, simplifying the 
task of sending moving images, 
he said. 

The laying oflSDN networks 
will begin soon in Japan and they 
are expected to be widespread 
within five years, opening the 
door to picturephones for the 
masses, he added. 


Nevertheless, Ricoh's system 
is remarkable in its a bilily to stufT 
a dense amount of data over a 
low capacity phone line, he said. 

Images captured by a still 
video camera are digitalised, 
transmitted in from one to four 
seconds, and displayed on a 
three-inch diagonal liquid crys- 
tal display screen. 

Hopes 

Machines now on the market 
send black and white images in 
from 1.5 to 20 seconds. They are 
displayed on standard television 
tubes. 

The Ricoh spokesman said its 
colour telephone could be mark- 
eted as early as September and 
would cost about 100.000 yen 
($775). 

Black and white systems, 
available in Japan since 1986 and 


costing from 50,000 Lo 200,000 
yen (S400 to 1,600), have sold 
poorly due to compatibility and 
imagequality problems, analysts 
said. 

The Ricoh colour system 
would be compatible with the 
Japanese standards for the black 
and white mode likely lo be 
decided upon aL an industry 
meeting next month. Ricoh also 
hopes colour picturephone stan- 
dards will be in place before 
marketing its unit, the spokes- 
man said. 

He declined to estimate sales 
or when they would be sold over- 
seas. 

Ricoh said it would develop a 
moving picture system in the 
near future. Sony and Mitsubishi 
said they were also researching 
such systems, butcouldnoigivea 
development timetable. 


New strategy 
to reduce debt 

CARACAS. Jan 8. (Reuter): 
Venezuela. Latin America’s 
founh-largest debtor nation, is 
studying a way to reduce its debt 
similar to a plan that Mexico 
recently forged with the United 
States, Caracas newspapers 
reported yesterday. 

The El Universal and El 
Nacional newspapers both said 
Venezuelan officials were look- 
ing at a plan to buy back part of 
the nation's 533.2 billion of 
foreign debt at a discount, using 
a new issue of debt bonds as 
payment, as in the Mexican plan. 

On December 31 Mexico 
agreed to buy about SI0 billion 
of so-called zero-coupon bonds 
from the US Treasury for about 
SI. 8 billion. Hie bonds do not 
pay interest and so are bought at 
a deep discount.

“We think there is room for 
more economic growth in Ger- 
many," said a high-ranking 
Bonn-based official, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 

Moved up 

In an effort to boost economic 
growth. West Germany in 
December moved up part of its 
1990 lax cuts to 1988 and 
announced an investment incen- 
tive programme of 21 billion 
marks ($13 billion) of cheap 
loans to communities and busin- 


esses. 

As further measures West 
Germany should consider, -ihe 
US official suggested the follow- 
ing: further accelerating tax cuts; 
deregulation, including liberalis- 
ing the country's stringetitly- 
regulated shopping hours: and 
"steps to improve labour 
mobility." 

Earlier yesterday. Finance 
Minister Gerhard Slollenberg 
said he would not heed calls to 
stimulate the economy by mov- 
ing forward or increasing plan- 
ned tax cuts. 

“We cannot make any 
decisions that would further 
increase the (West German 1988 
budget) deficit,” he said. 

Stoltenberg had just announ-

ced that the 1988 budget deficit 
would be substantially higher 
than predicted, mostly because 
of the fall of the US dollar. 

The government calculates 
into the budget the profits from 
the Deutsche Bundesbank, or 
centra] bank.

Reliance 

I ndonesia’s reliance on foreign 
funds has become a hot topic of 
debate since the President on 
Tuesday presented his debt- 
laden state budget for the next 
fiscal year. 

The plan earmarks one third of 
total expenditures to pay foreign 
debts and shows a quarter of 
total state revenues are to be 
derived from foreign aid. 

Some Indonesian economists 


and foreign bankers- said m dis- 
cussions with foreign correspon- 
dents on Wednesday that Jak- 
arta can make a good case for 
restructuring its government 
debt of $35. 19 billion. 

But the government on Wed- 
nesday pledged not to join the 
queue of Third World countries 
seeking to reschedule their debt, 
saying it will have a chilling effect 
on new foreign investment and 
concessionary lending from 
overseas banks. 

Exports 

Indonesia, the only Asian 
member of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
instead is counting on boosting 
exports outside ihe petroleum 
sector by 20 per cent to help pay 
this year's 56 billion bill to its 
foreign creditors. 

Indonesia is hosting an Asia- 
Pacific trade conference on Bali 
Island opening today and is 
expected to push for more 
market access to prevent a slowd- 
own in world trade, stemming 
from the aftermath of October's 
global stock market crash. 


Oil hunt stepped up 


LONDON. Jan 8, (Reuter): The 
level of oil exploration in 
Britain's North Sea rebounded 
in 1987 from a slump causal by 
weak prices and the rate of new 
finds was the best for a decade, 
analysts said yesterday. 

Stockbrokers Wood Macken- 
zie Co. which makes studies of 
North Sea oil developments a 
speciality, said in a report that 
drilling tripled in the last four 
months of 1987. 

Thirty-nine exploration and 
appraisal wells were sunk, up 
from a seven-year low last March 
when only 1 3 were being drilled. 
In the same 1 986 period 20 wells 
were sunk. 

“It was a very encouraging 
year,” Wood Mackenzie North 


Sea analyst David Black told 
Reuters. 

A 1985-86 crash in world oil 
prices took North Sea crude 
down about 60 percent to below 
59 a barrel. With companies pin- 
ched for cash and oil's prospects 
seeming in doubt, the quest for 
new petroleum reserves was 
badly hit. 

Wood Mackenzie said last 
year's drilling success rate of 26 
per cent was a 10-year high. 

Reserves discovered per 
exploration well were sharply 
below those in the early 1970s 
when giant fields were found. But 
they rose in 1987 compared with 
the previous six years, defying 
expectations the ratio would fall 
gradually. Black said. 


Dunkel warns against retreat to protectionism 


JAKARTA. Jan 8, (Reuter): A 
senior world trade official war- 
ned yesterday against a retreat 
into protectionism as a response 
to gyrations on the world 
currency market and the crash in 
global slock prices. 

Authur Dunkel, secretary- 
general of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and T rade, 
said at a seminar in Jakarta that 
negotiations on liberalising the 
world trade system must be kept 
on track to avoid a worldwide 
slump. 

Economic crisis 
. “1 hope in particular that our 
memory is not so short that we 
forget the fact that the economic 
crisis of the 1 930s found its origin 
more in the retreat into protec- 
tionism and discriminatory 


bilateralism . . . than in the 
collapse of world slock mark- 
ets,” he said in a speech. 

Dunkel was speaking ahead of 
an Asia-Pacific Trade Con- 
ference on Bali Island that opens 
today. 

Australian Trade Negotia- 
tions minister Michael Duffy 
said in Canberra this week that 
the conference marked Lhe start 
of an important year for the 
latest round of multilateral trade 
negotiations. 

Delegates to the conference 
include US Trade Represen- 
tative Clayton Yeutter, Japan's 
Minister for International Trade 
and Industry Hajime Tamura 
and trade ministers or officials 
from Canada, China, South 
Korea, New Zealand and South- 


east Asia. 

“Today keeping the Uruguay 
round negotiations on Lrack 
towards further liberalisation 
... has a crucial role to play in 
improving internationally the 
economic policy environment,” 
Dunkel said. 

Difficulties 

GATT was established in 
Geneva in 1948 as a legislative 
and negotiating framework in 
international trade relations. 
The four-year Uruguay round of 
negotiations began in 1986. 

“Under no circumstance 
should the recent monetary and 
financial difficulties be used as a 
pretext for protectionism, or for 
lessening efforts in the Uruguay 
round negotiations." Dunkel 


said. 

“On the contrary, it needs to 
be recognised that theefforts that 
.are underway to maintain and 
extend global growth and world 
demand can only succeed if 
markets remain open at the inter- 
national level and the mul- 
tilateral trading system fulfils its 
primary function in this respect,” 
Dunkel said. 

“Trade and output growth is 
indeed sluggish, unemployment 
remains at unacceptably high 
levels, and, even worse, mon- 
etary and financial instability is 
having negative spillover effects 
on trade." 

He did not detail ihe negative 
effects. But he cautioned against 
creeping protectionist sentiment 
in America. 


Truck servicing 
centre planned 

PARIS, Jan 8, (Opecna): Kuwait 
Petroleum International (KPI). 
the European subsidiary of 
Kuwait Petroleum Corporation 
(KPC), will open its truck servic- 
ing centre in France this April, 
says a report in the Les Echos 
newspaper. 

The centre in the southeastern 
part of the country, which will 
exclusively cater for trucks, is to 
be located on a highway between 
the cities of Dijon and Lyon. 

KPI has so far set up 135 truck 
centres throughout Europe 
under the International Diesel 
Service (IDS) trade mark, 35 of 
them in Scandinavia. 

KPI plans to have between 250 
and 300 selling points across 
Europe.

No plan to revalue 
currency: Hong Kong 

HONG KONG, Jan 8, (Reuter): A senior Hong Kong official 
said yesterday the British colony would not revalue its currency 
despite renewed pressure from the United States. Secretary of 
Monetary Affaire David Neodick said in a radio interview that 
the currency’s peg of 7.8 Hong Kong dollars to one US dollar 
would stay. US Senator Lloyd Beutsen, a Texas Democrat and 
chairman of the powerful Finance Committee, on Wednesday 
urged Hong Kong to help the United States reduce its huge trade 
deficit by revaluing the currency. Nendick said Bentsen was 
“given a dear message” during meetings with senior officials the 
link would not be adjusted. The Hong Kong dollar has been 
pegged to the US dollar since 1983 when feare over the colony’s 
political future sent the currency into a tailspin. Revaluing the 
Hong Kong dollar would make the colony’s exports less com- 
petitive. But the government had adamantly refused to change the 
peg, saying it was needed to maintain political confidence in the 
colony whk± reverts to Chinese rule in 1997. Id a related move to 
protect the peg and discourage currency speculation, the Hong 
Kong Association of Bank said it met to consider imposing 
negative interest rates, or fees on big bank deposits. An associa- 
tion spokesman said no action would be taken immediately bot a 
technical group would study ways to impose negative rates, which 
would discourage speculators from shifting funds into Hong Kong 
dollars. 

Moscow in secret grain 
talks with America 

LONDON, Jan 8, (Renter): Soviet and US grain officials held a 
secret meeting here on Wednesday and probably discussed exten- 
ding Soviet purchases of American grain, London traders said 
yesterday. The Soviet Union, the world’s biggest grain buyer, 
called for the surprise t alks with the United States, which is the 
biggest exporter, and asked for them to be kept secret, diplomats 
and traders told Reuters. A US official in Washington, asked to 
comment on the talks, said they were largely exploratory. Grain 
traders said the talks probably covered future Soviet purchases of 
US subsidised grain and the possible extension of a five-year grain 
agreement between the two countries. But the Washington 
official told Renters tire meeting was very preliminary. “You 
won’t find any agreement coming out of this (on) the LTA (long 
term grains agreement),” he said. “We are still very much a long 
ways away from announcing anything.” Under a controversial 
but effective US export subsidy programme, American grain 
traders sell Moscow wheat at reduced prices, and the US govern- 
ment supplements the exporters with surplus grain from govern- 
ment stocks. For 10 years a cornerstone of US-Soviet trade, the 
• current five-year pact expires on September 30, and US and 
Soviet officials have announced that a meeting would be held early 
this year to decide the future of the agreement. Oleg Klimov, 
recently-appointed head of the Soviet grain buying agency 
Exportkhteb, and Tom Kay, bead of tire US Agriculture Depart- 
ment's Foreign Agricultural Service (FAS), attended the London 
meeting, traders and diplomats said. US embassy and Soviet 
officials in London declined to comment on what took place. The 
unexpected and hastily-arranged talks took place on Wednesday 
morning, after officials from Washington and Moscow flew into 
London on Tuesday. US officials flew back to Washington early 
on Wednesday afternoon, traders said. The Soviet party also met 
separately with several exporters here, they added. 

Oil futures continue 
upward movement 

NEW YORK, Jan 8, (Opecna): Crude oil futures posted modest 
gains on Tuesday on "carry-over* buying from Monday when 
prices of ail energy contracts soared on reports of a squeeze in 
London’s cash market for North Sea Brent With no farther 
details of the squeeze available, futures traders in West Texas 
Intermediate, the US benchmarker, appeared to be marking time, 
according to Steven Errera, president of Energy Futures Inc. 
Errera said: “Just before the holidays, it appears that a number of 
traders who bad sold cargoes on North Sea Brest in London’s 
cash market were suddenly unable, for reasons that are still not 
dear, to secure and deliver sufficient quantities of crude without 
sending prices skywards.” Errera said that while traders in New 
York’s crude futures market who sold short were not caught in a 
squeeze of the classic kind, the surge in recent sessions sparred 
many to offset their losing short positions and equivalent number 
of purchases, a major factor in Monday's sharp rise. The London 
cash market trades cargoes of North Sea Brent, each consisting of 
roughly 600,000 barrels. Tuesday’s dose of the New York 
Mercantile Exchange (NYMEX) found short February oil 
delivery up by 16 cents a barrel at 51 7.85, the same contract which 
jumped by 99 cents Monday. Meanwhile, spot February beating 

011 futures rose by 83 hundredths of a cent a gallon to 53.59 cents. 
This contract had shot up by 2.77 cents on Monday. March 
beating oil contracts rose by 1.12 centsa gallon to 50.85 cents in 
expectation of a continuation of the current cold wave in many 
parts of the United States. 

Plan approved to cut 
productive farm land 

BRUSSELS, Belgium, Jan 8, (AP): The European Economic 
Community’s executive office has approved a plan for paying 
farmers to keep land out of production, a spokesman said 
yesterday. The plan, considered a crucial element in a controver- 
sial package of farm policy reforms, will be submitted to the 
member governments for approval, said Michael Berendt, an 
EEC commission spokesman. He said there were no plans to 
retease details of the proposal before it is presented to the national 
governments. He declined to say why. Agriculture ministers of the 

12 EEC member countries are to discuss the plan at a meeting in 
Brussels on Jan 18. If approved, the proposal could ease the way 
to agreement on a series of key EEC financial and agricultural 
reforms to be debated by the EEC heads of government at a 
special summit meeting on Feb 1 1 in Brussels. The idea of paying 
fanners to keep land out of production was discussed at the last 
summit, in Copenhagen last month, at the insistence of West 
Germany. No agreement was reached, but the Bonn government 
said inclusion of a “set-aside” programme for farmers was a pre- 
condition for full agreement on a broad reform of the EEC's 
agricultural policy. 

World Bank loan to Uganda 

KAMPALA, Jan 8, (Reuter ): The World Bank says it is lending 
Uganda $10miUion to help the East African country fight A IDS. 

Resident representative Grant Slade told reporters on Monday 
that a World Bank delegation would visit Uganda later this month 
to identify specific programmes to be supported by the loan, being 
made on easy terms ami repayable over 40 years. 

Last May, a conference of international donors pledged $16 
million to help the Ugandan government set op a five-year 
programme to control Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome, 
but Slade said more money was needed. _ v 

“We in the World Bank feel that despite die recent pledges by 
an international conference in Kampala last year on AIDS, there 
is still considerable lack of resources... to control AIDS,” be said. 

Slade said the bank delegation would visit Rakai district in 
southeast Uganda where AIDS was first detected in the country 
marly five years ago and where there are now many cases. 

Uganda has more than 1 ,800 confirmed AIDS victims.

Traders quoted one-month 
deposits rising to 8- 1/2, 5- 1/2 per 
cent from 7-1/2, 5-1/2 on Wed- 
nesday, while three and six- 
month funds were marked 1/2 
point firmer at 7-1/2, 5-1/2. 

The Central Bank's dinar 


exchange rate was softer at 
0.27406/16 to the dollar after 
0.273 14/24 on Wednesday. 

Commercial banks quoted the 
dinar at 0.27430/40. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposit displayed a firmer 
tone in an active market on Thur- 
sday as banks in Lhe 'kingdom 
and offshore centre Bahrain star- 
ted to build up dollar positions. 

Slide 

Dealers said the spot riyal 
eased to 3.7501/11 to the dollar 
after trading recently firmer than 
its 3.75 parity, often around the 
3.7490 level. The riyai's slide 
mirrored the dollar’s sharp 
recovery on international, 
currency markets. 

Spot-next funds were marked 
higher to four, 3-1/2 per cent 
from rates around 2-3/4 per cent 
on Wednesday, although 
liquidity In the kingdom money 
market remained relatively high.

Confidence 

The dollar opened higher in 
New York on confidence that the 
leading industrial nations would 
support it. but dealers said it was 


quickly undermined by a report 
in Lhe Washington Post that said 
the 1989 budget could rise S31 
billion above The legal limit if the 
economy performs as private 
forecasters are predicting, 
dealers said. 

The dollar was quoted at 
1.6520 marks at 10am (1500 
GMT) in New York, down from 
yesterday's close of 1 .6565. It fell

Lifting 


"It’s a sign the economy is 
going along OK. and if it's going 
along pretty well, the Fed is not 
under any pressure to lower

The benchmark 30-year 
treasury bond was down more 


than two points in early trading, 
lifting its yield to 9.15 per cent 
from 8.95 percent at yesterday's 
close. 

The credit market was also 
undermined by the dollar's 
retreat after four days of gains. 
The dollar had added more than 
10 pfennigs from its all-time low 
against the West German mark 
on Monday on the view that the 
leading industrial nations were 
committed to lifting the troubled 
currency. 

It received a boost yesterday, 
when Federal Reserve vice chair- 
man Manuel Johnson said the 
Group of Seven had fixed no 
ceiling on the dollar's value in 
terms of exchange rates. 

Involved 

Johnson's comments eased 
foreign exchange dealers' fears 
that central banks may intervene 
and sell dollars if the UScurrency 
rises too quickly. 

Johnson said economic fun- 
damentals support a stronger 
dollar. He cautioned the 


currency markets: **We are 
involved in a joint exchange rate 
intervention policy to penalise 
speculators who think there is a 
one-way bet on the dollar." 

For weeks and months, econ- 
omists have said the dollar can- 
not rise unless the US trade per- 
formance improves. Dealers say 
the US November trade data, 
due next Friday, should help set 
the tone for the currency. 

The dollar’s prospects also 
have been darkened by Washing: 
ton's inability to cut the budget, 
which is bound to slow 
America's economic growth. 

The British pound rose to 
S 1 .7995 from yesterday’s dose of 
1.7965 on the Bank of England's 
hint that it may boost British 
interest rates to keep inflation at 
bay.

Obviously, the rates only show 
how the dollar did against one 
currency. 

The rates also are moving tar- 
gets, and different people could 
use different rates, say later rates 
in New York, to make their cal- 
culations. Or one could decide to 
calculate the decline over a dif- 
ferent time period, say from 
before the major industrial 
nations decided in New York in 
September 1985 to push then- 
strong dollar downward. 

These would yield different 
results, in the latter case, a much 
sharper decline than in 1987 
only. 

Costly 

In addition, these rates do not 
reflect the true cost to con- 
sumers. who find more costly 
rates when they go to the bank or 
a dealer to change money for 
vacations and also must pay fees 
for the service. 


Other problems are that these 
rates aren’t trade-weighted, or 
adjusted to take into account the 
amount of trade the United 
States has with each country, and 
they aren’t adjusted forinflation. 

The Federal Reserve Board in 
Washington publishes duly a 
widely quoted, trade-weighted 
index of the dollar's value against 
1 0 major foreign currencies. 

This index dropped 17.6 per 
cent to 85.52 on Dec 31 from 
103. 79 on Dec 31. 1986. 

Measure 

The Fed's index, which is not 
inflation-adjusted, includes the 
currencies of the group of 10 
nations: West Germany, Japan, 
France. Britain. Italy, Canada, 
The Netherlands, Belgium, 
Sweden and Switzerland. 

The group actually is made up 
of 1 1 countries since it includes 
the United Slates. 

Manufacturers Hanover 
Trust Co., meanwhile, keeps 


trade-weighted indexes of its 
own, but these measure the 
dollar against 18 major curren- 
cies. 

They are the currencies of A us- 
tralia, Belgium, Brazil, Britain. 
Canada, China. France, Hong 
Kong. Italy, Japan. Mexico, the 
Netherlands, Singapore. South 
Korea. Switzerland, Taiwan, 
Venezuela, and West Germany. 

The decline in this index and 
the Fed's index are similar even 
though the dollar has risen 
against some of the currencies 
manufacturers has included, 
such as those of Mexico and 
Brazil, and has fallen only sligh- 
tly against other currencies it has 
included, such as those of 
Taiwan and South Korea. 

Doubled 

The dollar, for example, more 
than doubled in value to finish at 
2,260 Mexican pesos in 1987 vs 
880 pesos in 1 986. 

The manufacturers Hanover 
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Trust index fell 1 7.8- per cent to 
149.73 on Dec 3 i from 1 82. 1 2 on 
Dec 30, 1986, the last day of that 
yearforwhich the index is availa- 
ble. 

The New York-based bank 
also has a “real” version of its 
index, which discounts inflation, 
making the dollar's decline look 
much less dramatic. 

By this measure, the dollar fell 
9.6 per cent to 149.90 on Dec 3 1 
from 165.76 on Dec 30. 1986.

WASHINGTON. Jan 8, 
(Reuter): The US civilian unem- 
ployment rate fell to 5.8 per cent 
in December from 5.9 per cent in 
November, the Labour Depart- 
ment said today. 

The government also said that . 

326.000 non-farm jobs were 
created last month, including 

97.000 in goods-producing 
industries. In November, non- 
farm payrolls rose by 263.000. 

Economists said the statistics 
were further evidence that the 
economy ended the year on a 
surprisingly strong note and that 
fears ofas wifi slowdown in spen- 
ding and production because of 
October's stock market crash 
were largely misplaced. 

Lowest 

The December unemployment 
rate of 5.8 per cent, which was the 
lowest since July 1 979. was down 
from 6.7 per cent in December 
1986, the Department said. 

Manufacturing employment 
increased by 40.000 to 19.38 
million as American exporters 
continued to enjoy booming 
business thanks to the decline in 
the dollar. 

More jobs in machinery and 
electrical equipment industries 
accounted for half the increase in 
manufacturing employment. 

The service industries were 


also strong last month, hiring 

229,000 workers. The total 
included 35,000 new jobs in busi- 
ness services and 400,000 in 
health services.

" w as flat for a second consecutive 
month, the Department said, as 
jobs in general merchandise 
stores showed a seasonally adjus- 
ted decline of 35.000 the 
October-December period.

It noted that the Soviet Union 
has been active in other capital 
markets by raising internation- 
ally syndicated bank loans and 
had always met its obligations. 

“Therefore, the country has a 
good reputation among Western 
financial circles,” the newspaper 
commented on Wednesday.

Stock movement limits 


in Tokyo helped 
reduce market crash 


TOKYO. Jan 8, (AP): Traders 
on the Tokyo Stock Exchange 
say its limits on daily price chan- 
ges worked well to minimise 
damage from October's slock 
crash, but some complain that 
the regulations also restrict the 
market's responsiveness. 

“Most people believe that the 
limits on price movements have a 
good moderating effect on the 
market,” said Kunihiro Ono, 
spokesman for Nomura 
Securities, Japan’s largest brok- 
erage firm. 

“It’s good to control panic 
situations. After your head cools 
off. you often realise it wasn't 
necessary to sell at such a low 
level.” he said. 
rr ._ — Determines^ v ~' 

" The_Tokyo ^tockExchapge_ 
determines daily price-change 
limits for slocks as a function of 
their previous day’s closing level. 
Al the bottom end, sharesclosing 
at less than 1 00 yen (75 cents) are 
allowed to fluctuate a maximum 
30 yen (22.5 cents) up or down, 
while at the top, those closing 
above 10,000 yen ($75) are given 
a maximum price movement of 

2,000 yen ($15). 

No trading offers are accepted 
outside the stock’s allowed 
range, meaning lhaL shares with 
rapid price changes sometimes 
are not traded for much of a 


session. 

"The system in Tokyo 
prevents a free fall in one day,” 
said Julian Jones, a salesman for 
Vickers Da Costa in Tokyo. “It 
acts as a brake, and it operated 
very well at the time of the crash” 
following Wall Street’s “Black 
Monday.” he said. 

“The next day when we came 
back, we saw the New York 
market was up 6 per cent, and 
people were able to take some 
confidence." 

Traders agreed that the price- 
change restrictions on the Tokyo 
market, the world’s largest in 
terms of total share value, greatly 
reduced the amount of money 
taken out of the market at the 


time of the crash, thereby limit- ’ 
ing the overall decline.

His 
second solo single Let’s Work hasn't worked and he’s beginning to wonder 
whether he U ever have a bit again. 
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THEstrut is still the same, so is 
the rebellious image. The lips 
are still as full as ever and his 
skinny frame can get both 
mums AND daughters swoon- 
ing. - .... 

At 44, rock superstar Mick 
Jagger is still a success in every 
department except one -- hit- 
making.. 

Now, in his second bid for 
solo chart fame, he has watched 
his latest track Let’s Work flop 
straight into and out of the Top 
40. - 

And not surprisingly the 
chotus now being sung by pop 
pundits is: “Is Jagger finished?" 

-Back in the sixties there was 
no one lo touch him. His 
outrageous pouts and wiggles 
were as sexy as the Rolling 
Stone’s songs. Overnight he 
becameastar. 

Today’s he’s having trouble 
selling his records at all. Des- 
pite spending millions on 
independent promotion and 
Press people, pulling favours 
and giving interviews Let’s 
Work hasn’t worked. 

The record was given 
favourable reviews and was 
thought to be much better than 
the trades on his last album. 
She’s The Boss -- which also 
flopped. 

And now. an obviously 
nervous Jagger is turning to 
desperate measures. He was so 
apalled by his appearance in a 
video to promote the song, he 
insisted that parts of the multi- 
million dollar extravaganza 
were scrapped. 

The Reason? The ciosc-up 
shots of his face revealed ugly 
lines and wrinkles! 

But the final insult came 
when his record only managed 
to scrap into the Top 40 chart 
because of a mistake. The 
Gallup computer which com- 
piles the British charts lost the 
No24 single. Bridge To Your 
Heart by Wax. When they 
found the hit. Jagger was 
pushed from 40 to 4 1 . 

Mick’s music may have also 
suffered due to other outside 


considerations. In his private 
life he is now happier than he 
has ever been. He and his live- 
in-lovcr Jerry Hall, the leggy. 
Texan model, are getting on 
better than ever before. 

They also have two young 
children Elizabeth and James 
and Mick has become a 
devoted father. Instead of jam- 
ming in the recording studio as 
he once did. these days he is 
more at home playing with the 
children. 

Career 

Meanwhile in his career 
things haven’t gone quite as 
smoothly as he would have 
liked. There has been a much 
publicised bust-up between 
Jagger and the rest of the Roll- 
ing Slones over his solo record- 
ings. Then they said they wan- 
ted to ca rry on touring, whereas 
he said he had had enough. 

And there have been other 
difficult distractions ... such as 
Jerry’s harrowing court case in 
Barbados on drugs charges.

But then Jagger's private life 
has always been as interesting 
to the world's press as his 
career. When he divorced from 
his first wife Bianca, with 
whom he had a daughter Jade, 
it made more headlines than 
any of his number ones. 
Everyone wanted to know 
exactly what was going on 
when Margaret Trudeau, wife 
of the former Canadian Prime 
Minister, was chasing him. 

He made the news again with 
actress Marsha Hunt. She gave 
him his first daughter, who he 
still supports with maintenance 
of £750 a month. 

But now it is his career which 
is under scrutiny. He could 
always go back to acting. He 
starred in the movie Ned Kelly 
and received some good 
reviews. 

But the chances are Jagger 
WILL be back in the charts ... 
and soon. After more than 20 
years in the business he is not 
going to give up quickly.

It is amusing to see what prob- 
lems players have in counting the 
hand. We often find them, faces 
contorted in agony, trying to count 
13 cards on a mere 10 fingers. They 
are going about things the wrong 
way — it is far simpler than that. . 

South’s jump to three no trump 
showed a hand of 16-18 points and 


specifically a 4-3-3-3 distribution. 
North derided that his good five- 
card club suit merited a grand slam 
invitation. Five no trump was just 
that— it asked partner to bid six 
with a minimum and seven with a 
maximum. South obliged. 

The play did not take long. De- 
clarer cashed three top spades, dis- 
carding a heart from dummy. East 
sluffed a diamond. Next came the 
queen-king-ace of hearts. Dummy 
let go a club as East parted with an- 
other diamond. Finally, declarer 
'cashed the ace-king of diamonds 
and ace of clubs, and he had all the 
information he needed. 

He recalled that East had shown 
out on both the third spade and 
third heart. That meant West had 
started with six spades and four 
hearts, and he had followed ro three 
rounds of minor-suit winners. 
Thus, all 13 of West’s cards were 
known — he could not have another 
club. So declarer led the ten of clubs 
from dummy and ran it when East 
did not cover, it was then a simple 
matter to unblock the king of clubs, 
re-enter dummy with the queen of 
diamonds and take the fulfilling 
trick with the queen of clubs.

PA RIS.Jan 8, (Reuter): A record 
drop-out rale by competitors 
complaining that the Paris- 
Dakar Rally has become dan- 
gerously difficult has prompted a 
top official to call for emergency 
talks with the organisers. 

Jean-Marie Balestre, the 
International Federation of 
Motor Sports (Fisa) chairman, 
said he wanted a meeting in Paris 
as soon as the rally ended on 
January 22 to iron out problems 
before the competition officially 
became part of the international 
circuit next year. 

Accidents 

Only one-third of the 603 star- 
ters were left in the rally after four 
days in the Sahara desert and 
competitors blamed thegnrelling 
conditions for a series of 
accidents and the high number of 
retirements. 

“The race is impossible," said 
Belgian former Formula One 
driver Jacky lekx whose Lada 
crashed in the desert. “Wednes- 
day's stage was unbelievable. It 
was mathematically impossible 
for many drivers to get to 
Tamanrassei before nightfall.” 

Belgian motorcyclist Andrei 


Malherbe was Wednesday's 
most serious casualty with a 
broken neck . Paris hospital auth- 
orities said today they would 
know in the next few days if the 
triple world Motorcross cham- 
pion would be paralysed. 

Night runs are officially ban- 
ned on the rally for safety 
reasons. But on Wednesday's 
987-kra stage from Borj-Omar- 
Driss toTamanrasset motorcycl- 
ist set off long after daybreak and 
were unable to finish the course 
before nightfall.

Australia, keen to avenge a 
one-run defeat by New Zealand 
in Perth on Sunday, could scar- 
cely have made a more inausp- 
icious start, with medium-pacer 
Stuart Gillespie proving their 
main tormentor by dismissing 
Geoff Marsh and Border with 
consecutive deliveries.
